SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Selectmen  have  continued  to  meet  twice  a  week  under  the 
chairmanship  of  John  J.  Coffey  to  tackle  the  Town's  business  and 
address  issues  of  concern  to  Rye's  citizens.  Several  crucial  matters  have 
continued  to  be  explored,  analyzed  and  dealt  with  by  the  Board.  Some 
changes  took  place  in  personnel  this  past  year;  Janet  Thompson  was 
appointed  to  the  position  of  Administrative  Assistant  and  Judy  Doyle 
was  named  the  Selectmen's  part-time  secretary. 

Chief  among  the  issues  confronting  the  Board  this  year  was  the  Rye 
Beach  Sewer  Project.  Through  intense  and  lengthy  negotiations  with 
officials  from  the  State,  there  remains  a  possibility  that  on-site  septic 
systems  may  be  approved  by  State  authorities  thereby  releasing  the 
Town  from  the  expensive  proposition  of  the  sewer  system.  However, 
the  State's  decision  will  be  based  upon  a  study  and  data  presently 
being  prepared  by  the  Town's  engineering  firm.  As  of  this  writing,  it  is 
unknown  whether  the  State  will  accept  the  on-site  septic  plans,  but 
the  negotiations  so  far  with  the  State  officials  have  been  positive; 
should  the  State  not  accept  the  plan,  Rye  voters  will  be  voting  upon  a 
warrant  article  at  this  Town  Meeting  to  appropriate  additional  funds 
for  the  necessary  sewage  treatment  facility.  If  this  issue  is  up  for  a  vote, 
it  is  important  for  you  to  realize  that  this  Board  of  Selectmen  has 
worked  tirelessly  to  keep  the  cost  to  the  Town  at  a  minimum  while,  at 
the  same  time,  seeking  to  satisfy  State  and  Federal  requirements  to 
stop  the  dumping  of  sewage  into  the  ocean. 

Contracts  with  Police  Department  employees,  Fire  Department 
employees  and  the  newly  established  Town  Employees  Association 
(encompassingtheTown  Hall  employees  and  the  Highway  Department 
employees)  were  negotiated  by  Robert  Tawney  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Municipal  Association  for  a  one-year  period.  Additionally,  your  Board 
requested  Christopher  Christo  to  develop  job  descriptions  for  every 
Town  employee.  After  a  few  months  of  work  and  interviews  with  each 
employee,  including  compilation  of  statistical  data,  Town  employees 
now  have  a  uniform  set  of  job  descriptions  for  the  first  time  ever,  based 
upon  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Classification  Guide. 

Selectmen  created  an  advisory  body,  the  Rye  Beach  Committee,  to 
study  regulations  for  the  beaches,  as  well  as  parking  for  the  beaches 
and  related  matters.  This  committee  has  already  provided  valuable 
input  in  several  topics,  including  among  them  the  Wallis  Sands  Beach 
User  Fee,  beach  stickers,  dogs  on  the  beach,  and  seaweed  removal. 

Several  residents  during  the  year  expressed  concern  with  drainage 
problems  that  they  were  experiencing.  Through  cooperation  between 
residents  and  the  Highway  Department,  the  situation  on  Perkins  Road 
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has  improved  and  the  Board  continues  to  work  toward  resolving 
several  other  problem  areas. 

Parsons  Field  has  become  an  extremely  popular  site  for  various 
activities,  which  has  occasionally  resulted  in  inconvenience  for  nearby 
residents.  A  questionnaire  was  distributed  to  voters  exiting  the 
September  primary  election  to  aid  your  Selectmen  as  to  future  usage 
at  the  field. 

Selectmen  were  pleased  to  participate  in  several  commemorative 
programs.  On  November  11, 1988,theTown  Hall  was  dedicated  to  the 
memory  of  the  late  Robert  B.  Goss  who  served  as  a  Selectmen  at 
various  times  from  1949  through  1978  and  a  plaque  was  erected  in  his 
honor.  The  restoration  of  the  Outer  Marker  Site  was  completed  under 
the  direction  of  Eagle  Scout,  Rob  Seward.  The  site  is  open  to  the  public 
in  good  weather,  and  is  monitored  by  the  Rye  Police  Department.  The 
entire  Board  of  Selectmen  was  honored  to  assist  at  the  dedication  of 
the  Rye  Stone  at  Founders  Park  in  Hampton  as  part  of  Hampton's  350th 
Anniversary  celebration. 

The  above  items  represent  the  major  highlights  of  the  past  year  in 
the  business  of  the  Town  of  Rye.  Several  of  these  topics  will  continue 
to  be  considered  and  handled  by  your  Selectmen  in  the  coming  year. 
As  the  Pease  Air  Force  Base  closure  appears  to  be  imminent,  your 
Selectmen  have  been  at  the  forefront  in  publicly  expressing  their 
concerns  about  the  impact  that  would  have  on  the  citizens  of  Rye  and 
what  effect  such  closing  could  have  on  the  quality  of  life  which  we  all 
enjoy  in  Rye.  We  shall  continue  to  work  to  the  best  of  our  abilities  in 
the  best  interest  of  the  Town  and  in  running  the  business  of  the  Town.

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BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

The  Budget  Committee  has  met  quarterly  with  the  Selectmen  and 
the  School  Board  to  review  expenditures.  At  the  April  meeting,  the 
following  officers  were  elected:  Paula  Snyder,  Chairman;  Thomas 
Bunce,  Co-Chairman  and  John  Moynahan,  Clerk. 

In  order  to  hold  the  line  on  spending  and  bring  a  responsible 
budget  to  the  annual  Town  and  School  meetings,  the  committee  is 
holding  work  sessions  with  the  Town  department  heads,  commissions 
and  boards,  and  the  School  Board.  We  will  also  consider  several 
money  articles  among  which  will  be  requests  for  a  new  Police  Station; 
a  Library  expansion  and  possibly  a  Sewer. 

This  year  the  School  Board  will  be  faced  with  a  deficit  in  their  88-89 
budget  due  in  great  part  to  a  higher  than  expected  High  School 
tuition.  It  is  anticipated  the  deficit  will  be  handled  through  an  article 
with  the  monies  raised  added  to  the  89-90  budget. 

Remember,  the  Budget  Committee  recommends  the  budget.  You, 
the  citizens  of  Rye,  implement  the  budget  by  voting  at  the  annual 
meeting.  We  urge  you  to  attend.

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POLICE  CHIEF'S  REPORT 

The  Police  Department  is  in  need  of  a  Pol  ice  facility.  It  was  voted  at 
Town  Meeting  last  year,  Article  7,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000.00)  plus  accumulated  interest  to  hire 
an  architect  for  initial  interior  and  exterior  designs.  A  building 
committee  was  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  they  went  to 
work  and  picked  an  architect,  Brud  Weger  of  Kittery  Point,  Maine.  Mr. 
Weger  has  designed  a  building  similar  to  the  present  Town  Hall.  This 
facility  is  proposed  to  be  built  next  to  the  Town  Hall  on  the  lower  level 
of  the  buffer  strip  abutting  the  Town  Hall  parking  lot.  The  main  level  of 
the  Police  facility  would  be  at  the  Town  Hall  parking  lot  level.  The 
building  would  be  placed  back  from  Central  Road  about  forty  (40) 
feet,  would  blend  in  the  Town  Hall  and  would  not  block  anyone's  view 
of  the  cemetery.  The  building  would  be  about  two  thousand  (2,000) 
square  feet  in  size.  I  ask  for  your  support. 

The  Department  wishes  to  express  appreciation  to  those  who 
assisted  us  throughout  1988.  Thanks  to  the  Rye  Fire  and  Highway 
Departments  for  their  continued  working  relationship;  New  Castle, 
Greenland  and  North  Hampton  for  their  assistance  in  backups;  the 
Rockingham  County  Sheriff's  Department,  New  Hampshire  State 
Police,  New  Hampshire  Fish  and  Game  Department  and  the  United 
States  Coast  Guard  for  their  continued  support.  Thanks  to  the  Rye 
Ambulance  Corps  for  their  response  in  times  of  emergency. 

The  past  year  was  a  very  busy  and  productive  one  for  the  Rye  Police 
Department.  The  following  is  a  list  of  arrests  and  summonses  from  the 
beach  area:  204  Court  summonses,  8  drug  related  arrests  and  over  90 
for  various  offenses. 

The  following  are  a  few  of  the  items  handled  by  the  Department  in 
1988:  1,089  summonses,  109  arrests,  1,063  warnings,  145  accidents,  337 
alarms,  111  parking  tickets  issued,  9  burglaries,  16  thefts,  16  thefts  from 
motor  vehicles,  1,288  miscellaneous  items  with  a  total  of  6,885 
incidents  handled  by  the  Police  Department.

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FIRE  CHIEF'S  REPORT  1988 

The  Fire  Department  took  delivery  of  a  new  ladder/pumper  truck 
in  July  that  gives  us  an  excellent  piece  of  equipment  to  work  with.  The 
face  of  the  station  was  remodeled  to  accommodate  this  apparatus  by 
raising  one  door  and  refacing  the  exterior  section  above  all  the  doors. 
We  welcome  inspection  by  any  resident  when  convenient  for  you. 
Classes  in  fire  prevention  were  given  to  both  public  and  private 
schools  with  good  reception.  Fire  drills  held  for  the  local  nursing 
home  and  retirement  center  staff  and  will  be  conducted  in  the  spring 
for  selected  Junior  High  students.  A  word  of  thanks  to  other  Town 
Departments  and  residents  who  have  assisted  us  this  past  year.  Total 
number  of  incidents:  198  with  summary  as  follows:  structure  14, 
Arcing  wires/electric  13,  chimney  7,  woods/grass  13,  auto  accidents  1, 
auto  fires  7,  investigations  36,  public  assist  7,  amb. -assist  9,  false  alarm  5, 
unauthorized  burn  3,  alarm  activation  15,  mutual  aid  given  8,  mutual 
aid  received  0,  oil  burner  2,  police  assist  23,  haz.  mat.  response  3,  lock 
out  6,  outside  fire  9,  medical  aid  2,  boat  fire  1,  lost  child  1,  gas/oil  spill 
13.  We  dispatched  the  ambulance  272  times,  New  Castle  Fire 
Department  36  times,  issued  663  permits,  98  beach  permits,  121 
miscellaneous  permits,  conducted  225  inspections  and  44  plans 
reviews.  Hours  by  call  firefighters  drills  567,  calls  899.  Proper  space  for 
the  Police  appears  to  be  a  priority  and  I  ask  your  support  in  relocating 
that  Department.

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PUBLIC  WORKS  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

During  the  year  1988,  the  Town  of  Rye  Highway  Department 
rebuilt  and  repaved  three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty  five  feet 
(3,955')  of  Central  Road,  from  Grove  Road  to  Perkins  Road.  Repaving 
was  completed  on  five  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty  eight  feet 
(5,968')  on  West  Road,  four  hundred  and  seven  feet  (407')  on  Mill 
Road,  one  thousand  and  fourteen  feet  (1,014')  on  Lawrence  Lane,  two 
thousand,  one  hundred  and  sixty  feet  (2,160')  on  Washington  Road, 
and  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-one  (1,581')  on  Brackett 
Road.  Shim  paving  was  done  on  Central  Road  for  four  thousand  three 
hundred  and  seventy  feet  (4,370')  and  Washington  Road  for  three 
thousand  feet  (3,000').  Drainage  projects  were  completed  on  Perkins 
and  McLaughlin  Roads,  Central  Road,  Lawrence  Lane,  and  Acorn 
Acres.  Morgan  Court,  a  new  sub-division  off  Sagamore  Road  was 
accepted  and  added  to  the  roll  of  town  streets. 

The  Brush  Dump  is  rapidly  reaching  it's  capacity.  With  the  purchase 
of  a  woodchipper,  the  life  of  the  Brush  Dump  will  be  prolonged  for 
further  use.  Through  the  efforts  of  all  the  people  who  recycle  and  the 
help  of  the  Dump  Committee  over  eleven  thousand,  five  hundred 
dollars  ($11,500+)  was  realized  this  past  year. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  Highway  and  Dump  employees,  the 
Fire  Department,  and  the  Police  Department  for  their  assistance  in 
1988.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  INSPECTOR 

At  my  request,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  reinstated  the  annual 
Inventory  of  Taxable  Property  (RSA  74)  for  1989.  The  value  of  this 
document  is  two-fold  as  it  (1)  forms  the  basis  for  update  of  tax  cards 
simultaneously  avoiding  controversy  over  the  presence  of  preexisting 
structures  and  (2)  benefits  honest  taxpayers  as  it  encourages  declar- 
ation of  all  taxable  additions. 

Building,  repair  and  remodeling  resulted  in  the  issuance  of  483 
permits  during  1988.  Each  activity  requires  inspection  of  foundation, 
framing,  electrical  work,  plumbing,  masonry,  insulation  and  sheetrock 
plus  a  final  inspection  prior  to  occupancy  where  applicable.  Adherence 
to  this  permitting/inspection  procedure  protects  homeowners  by 
insuring  that  work  meets  both  building  code  requirements  and  safety 
standards.  As  one  example:  during  the  past  three  years,  I  have 
condemned  21  fireplaces  and/or  chimneys  resulting  in  their  rebuilding 
in  part  or  in  whole  in  order  to  meet  code. 

Under  the  heading  entitled  Permits,  Section  3.1  of  the  Rye  Building 
Code  states  that  work  totaling  $1,500.00  or  less  (including  the  value  of 
labor  and  materials)  does  not  require  a  building  permit.  There  are 
exceptions  and  any  of  the  following  activities  does  require  a  permit 
regardless  of  the  dollar  estimate: 

1.  Alteration  of  a  structure  or  change  to  an  outside  dimension. 

2.  Any  change  of  use  such  as  creation  of  a  "Mother-in-law" 
apartment,  conversion  of  space  to  make  an  extra  bedroom,  etc. 

3.  Construction  or  addition  of  any  utility  or  accessory  building. 

4.  Hot  top  driveways  require  a  permit  before  installation.  Police, 
Highway  Dept.  and  Water  District  must  also  be  notified. 

5.  Under  RSA  Chap.  319-C:  All  electrical  work  must  be  done  or 
supervised  by  a  Master  Electrician  licensed  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire. 

6.  RSA  Chap.  329-A:  The  plumbing  code  is  similar  to  electrical  (#5). 

7.  RSA  Chap.  149-E:  Any  repair  or  replacement  of  existing  septic 
systems  must  be  done  by  a  licensed  septage  installer. 

Administration  and  enforcement  of  our  Building  Code  and  Zoning 
Ordinances  includes  research  and  decisions  based  on  subdivision 
rules,  wetland  regulations  and  the  life  safety  code  and  is  often  an 
integral  part  of  the  deliberations  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  Planning 
Board,  Conservation  Commission  and/or  the  Health  Officer.  As  a  full 
time  employee  of  the  Town  of  Rye,  I  spend  50  to  60  hours  per  week  at 
these  tasks.  A  part  time  position  until  three  years  ago,  recognition  of 
the  volume  and  complexity  of  the  job  and  understanding  of  the 
necessity  for  accuracy  and  consistency  were  so  long  delayed  that  I  am 
still  working  to  reduce  the  backlog  of  preexisting,  unenforced  notices 
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of  violations  and  uninvestigated  complaints  of  violations  that  met  me 
on  day  one. 

For  your  information:  if  enacted,  currently  proposed  State  legis- 
lation will  impact  on  my  office  as  it  will  transfer  additional  inspection 
and  enforcement  duties  from  the  State  Wetlands  Board  and  the  N.H. 
Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Division  to  local  inspectors. 

In  closing,  my  thanks  to  Town  Departments  for  their  continued 
cooperation,  to  Jeff  Sargent/State  Electrical  Inspector  and  to  you,  my 
fellow  townspeople,  for  your  continued  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
RYE  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  COMMISSION  1988 

Mosquito  control  projects  in  8  communities  experienced  a  year  of 
transition  during  1988.  This  includes  the  towns  of  Rye,  North  Hampton, 
New  Castle,  Newmarket,  Newfields,  Stratham,  Exeter  and  Hampton 
Falls.  At  one  time,  these  8  towns  hired  5  entomologists  to  supervise 
their  control  programs.  Today,  one  entomologist  and  a  crew  of  8  battle 
these  pestiferous  insects. 

As  Director  of  this  regional  program,  I  was  faced  with  several 
challenges:  hire  and  train  a  crew;  learn  new  territory;  and  operate 
mosquito  control  programs  in  8  towns.  After  a  full  week  of  interviews 
and  careful  examination  of  each  applicant,  I  selected  my  candidates. 
There  were  2  experienced  employees  returning  for  another  season. 
William  Flynn  Jr.,  3-year  veteran  of  mosquito  control  in  Rye,  was  hired 
as  foreman.  Mr.  Flynn  and  his  crew  worked  out  of  the  Rye  Town  Hall 
receiving  daily  orders  from  me. 

All  inexperienced  employees  needed  training  and  a  pesticide 
applicator's  license.  The  State  of  N.H.  requires  all  persons  applying 
pesticides  commercially  be  trained  and  licensed  under  a  qualified 
supervisor.  Unlicensed  applicators  must  remain  within  speaking 
distance  of  a  licensed  supervisor  while  spraying.  Employees  received 
intensive  on  the  job  training  and  2  manuals  to  prepare  for  the 
examinations  -  a  general  pesticide  use  exam  and  a  mosquito  and  black 
fly  control  exam.  Once  licensed,  I  could  send  the  applicators  out  to 
spray  unsupervised. 

The  majority  of  our  time  is  devoted  to  controlling  mosquitoes  at 
the  source  -  freshwater  swamps  in  the  spring  and  salt  marshes  in  the 
summer.  Mosquitoes  only  breed  in  stagnant  water.  The  first  generation 
of  mosquito  larvae  hatch  in  Man:h  and  April  from  eggs  laid  the 
previous  season.  The  crew  surveys  potential  breeding  sites  before 
spraying  to  determine  a  need.  If  the  crew  does  not  find  enough 
mosquito  larvae  to  spray,  then  unnecessary  pesticide  use  is  eliminated. 
When  sufficient  numbers  are  found,  the  applicator  determines  which 
insecticide  best  suits  the  habitat.  Available  insecticides  include  a 
bacterial  spore  embedded  on  corn,  a  dormant  oil,  a  growth  regulator 
hormone  and  an  organophosphate  insecticide.  Applicators  carry  gas 
powered  backpack  sprayers  through  thick  brush,  prickers,  mud  and 
water  in  search  of  larvae.  It  is  hard  to  convey  the  level  of  difficulty 
encountered  in  many  freshwater  swamps.  Maneuvering  a  top-heavy 
50  lb.  backpack  sprayer  through  a  densely  overgrown  swamp  is  nearly 
impossible.  The  3-foot  nozzle  further  complicates  the  effort.  Of 
course,  water  level  and  mud  depth  are  important  factors.  Most 
workers  are  anxious  for  the  spring  freshwater  work  to  end. 
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Larval  development  in  salt  marshes  commences  slowly  in  April  with 
cool  air  and  water  temperatures.  Development  speeds  up  as  temper- 
atures increase.  The  spring  generation  will  evolve  from  egg  to  adult  in 
approximately  6  weeks.  The  summer  brood  requires  less  than  7  days  to 
become  flying  adults.  Therefore,  during  the  summer  the  crew  is 
working  against  the  biological  clock  to  control  mosquitoes  while  they 
are  still  in  the  vulnerable  larval  stage. 

During  the  1988  season,  the  odds  were  against  the  workers. 
Prolonged  heat  and  strenuous  work  proved  to  be  debilitating.  The 
crew  was  forced  to  work  more  slowly  to  conserve  energy  and  to  avoid 
heat  prostration.  Recovery  times  and  fluid  consumption  tripled.  As  the 
crew  slowed  down  in  that  heat,  the  mosquito  development  sped  up. 
The  crew  deserves  special  praise  for  their  control  efforts  during  those 
heat  waves.  Breeding  occurred  on  the  marshes  every  week  from  July 
1st  to  the  end  of  September.  The  spray  crew  was  let  go  by  September 
11  due  to  lack  of  funds,  but  the  mosquitoes  didn't  quit  until  late 
October.  I  propose  increasingthe  number  of  work  hours  for  the  crew 
next  season  in  order  to  increase  our  service  to  the  Town. 

Adulticiding,  spraying  adult  mosquitoes  at  night  with  the  truck 
mounted  sprayer,  was  done  from  June  11  until  August  23.  There  were 
25  routes  sprayed  last  season.  Since  adulticiding  must  be  done  only 
when  weather,  air  temperature  and  wind  speed  are  within  legal  limits 
for  spraying,  it  is  not  always  possible  to  spray  on  a  regular  basis.  Air 
temperature  must  be  above  60°F,  wind  speed  less  than  8  mph  and  it 
can  not  be  raining  during  a  spray  route. 

Drivers  have  a  lot  to  do  during  a  route.  Vehicle  speed,  wind 
velocity,  air  temperature  and  insecticide  flow  are  monitored  through- 
out the  route.  The  driver  also  reads  the  map  locating  bodies  of  water, 
apiaries  and  areas  not  to  be  sprayed  to  avoid  unnecessary  contamin- 
ation of  these  areas.  In  addition  to  these  responsibilities,  the  driver 
must  also  be  aware  of  traffic,  pedestrians,  and  animals  in  or  near  the 
road.  Many  residents  attempt  to  stop  the  spray  truck  during  a  route. 
The  solo  driver,  encountering  a  stranger  at  night,  must  determine 
when  stopping  is  appropriate.  All  drivers  are  instructed  not  to  stop. 
The  driver  is  not  authorized  to  alter  a  spray  route  without  my  consent. 
Please  call  our  office,  964-9264,  with  your  requests  or  inquiries. 

The  Town  of  Rye  has  relied  on  chemicals  as  the  primary  method  of 
mosquito  control  for  over  30  years.  During  a  recent  meeting  with  the 
State  Mosquito  Control  Committee,  municipal  supervisors  were 
warned  that  insecticides  may  no  longer  be  an  option  for  controlling 
mosquitoes  in  the  near  future.  Serious  consideration  must  be  made  for 
non-chemical  methods  of  control.  After  more  than  2  decades  of 
research,  an  ecological  approach  to  mosquito  control  has  been 
developed.  The  method,  known  as  Open  Marsh  Water  Management 
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or  OMWM,  uses  natural  fish  predators  rather  than  insecticides  or 
drainage  to  control  mosquito  larvae.  OMWM  provides  access  for  fish 
to  areas  on  the  salt  marsh  where  the  mosquitoes  survive.  These  fish, 
mummichogs,  occur  naturally  on  the  marsh  and  each  fish  may 
consume  up  to  300  larvae  per  day.  Salt  marsh  management  has  proven 
to  reduce  the  mosquito  population  by  more  than  90%  without  the  use 
of  insecticides.  OMWM  has  many  benefits.  For  more  information, 
refer  to  the  report  on  Salt  Marsh  Management  in  this  Town  Report. 

The  war  with  mosquitoes  is  a  difficult  one.  We  are  trying  to  lower 
the  number  of  mosquitoes  to  a  tolerable  level  without  harming  the 
environment.  OMWM  solves  the  mosquito  situation  in  the  salt 
marshes,  however,  freshwater  breeding  sites  will  continue  to  be  a 
problem.  Careful  planning  and  a  little  foresight  will  be  needed  in  any 
future  development  projects  which  could  alter  the  flow  of  water  in  our 
town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RYE  MOSQUITO  CONTROL 
COMMISSION  ON  SALT  MARSH  MANAGEMENT 

Most  Rye  residents  are  familiar  with  "that  smelly,  noisy  truck" 
operated  by  Mosquito  Control.  This  truck  is  used  to  spray  insecticide 
during  the  night  to  kill  adult  mosquitoes.  Few  residents  realize  that 
adulticiding  is  only  a  very  small,  though  very  visible  and  audible,  part 
of  the  Mosquito  Control  program.  In  all  actuality,  the  majority  of  labor 
intensive  efforts  are  aimed  at  the  source  of  the  mosquito  problem, 
their  breeding  areas. 

At  various  times  during  the  months  of  April  through  September 
you  may  have  noticed  what  look  like  aliens  or  "ghostbusters"  out  on 
the  salt  marshes.  They  are  really  mosquito  control  employees  using  the 
all  terrain  vehicle  (ATV)  equipped  with  insecticide  sprayers  or  carrying 
motorized  backpack  insecticide  sprayers.  These  sprayers  are  used  to 
kill  the  millions  of  mosquito  larvae,  found  in  stagnant  water  on  the 
marsh  surface,  before  they  become  adult  mosquitoes.  This  work 
comprises  over  50%  of  the  Mosquito  Control  program. 

All  of  this  work  and  time  spent  on  the  salt  marshes  over  the  years 
has  created  a  tremendous  opportunity  to  observe  and  become  aware 
of  the  shameful  condition  of  many  of  our  salt  marshes.  This  awareness 
gives  rise  to  the  desire  to  control  mosquitoes  using  methods  which 
also  benefit  the  marshes.  The  marshes  need  to  be  managed  so  as  to 
preserve  what  is  left  of  them,  thereby,  eliminating  them  as  a  source  for 
mosquito  breeding. 

During  the  Great  Depression  grid  ditching  was  conducted  on  a 
large  scale  primarily  to  provide  work  for  the  unemployed.  It  was  also 
thought  that  draining  marshes  would  eliminate  stagnant  water  in 
which  mosquitoes  breed.  90%  of  all  salt  marshes  in  New  England  were 
grid  ditched.  Many  of  these  ditch  systems  became  blocked  by  the  late 
1950's  due  to  lack  of  maintenance,  creating  ideal  mosquito  breeding 
areas  and  blocking  the  natural  flow  of  water  needed  by  the  marshes. 
Simply  cleaning  out  these  ditches  would  have  a  severe  impact  on  the 
salt  marshes.  Pools  and  pans  on  the  marsh  surface  would  be  eliminated, 
removing  this  important  spawning,  feeding,  wintering  and  nursery 
habitat  from  the  ecosystem.  This  habitat  is  vital  to  many  species 
important  to  sport  and  commercial  fishing,  including  striped  bass, 
flounder,  smelts,  salmon,  eels,  menhaden  and  shad.  The  marshes 
provide  food  for  phytoplankton  which  are  consumed  by  zooplankton. 
Zooplankton  are  an  important  food  source  for  crabs,  shrimp,  softshell 
clams,  quahogs,  oysters,  blue  mussels  and  many  species  of  fin-fish.  The 
salt  marshes  are  also  important  for  flood  control,  pollution  absorption 
and  shoreline  stabilization. 
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New  Hampshire  had  an  estimated  7,500  acres  of  salt  marsh  in  1974. 
In  1982,  only  8  years  later,  that  figure  dropped  to  6,600  acres.  This 
continuous  loss  is  caused  by  various  human  activities,  mainly  devel- 
opment, which  disturb  the  salt  marshes,  creating  a  state  of  degradation. 
Invasion  by  fresh  and  brackish  water  plant  species,  peat  deterioration 
and  intensified  mosquito  breeding  is  visible  evidence  that  much  of  the 
remaining  salt  marsh  is  currently  in  just  a  state  of  degradation.  Once 
the  salt  marsh  is  gone  nothing  can  be  done  to  rebuild  it.  Mother 
Nature  spent  30,000  years  making  salt  marshes.  They  are  so  fragile  they 
can  be  destroyed  by  man  within  a  few  months. 

Open  Marsh  Management  (OMWM)  is  an  ecological  approach  to 
these  problems  that  is  being  used  successfully  throughout  the  east 
coast.  OMWM  uses  natural  fish  predators  to  reduce  the  mosquito 
population  by  providing  access  for  these  fish  to  areas  on  the  marsh 
where  mosquitoes  are  breeding.  These  fish,  mummichogs,  occur 
naturally  on  the  marsh  and  each  fish  can  consume  up  to  300  mosquito 
larvae  per  day.  OMWM  has  proven  to  reduce  the  mosquito  population 
by  97%  or  more.  OMWM  creates  and  re-establishes  feeding  and 
resting  habitats  for  many  shorebirds  and  wading  birds  by  keeping 
pools  and  pans  on  the  marsh  surface.  These  birds  are  returning  to  salt 
marshes  where  OMWM  has  been  implemented,  according  to  data 
collected  in  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Maryland  and  New  York. 

The  specific  objectives  of  OMWM  are  threefold  as  follows: 

1.  Population  reduction  of  disease  carrying  mosquitoes  which 
breed  on  Rye  salt  marshes.  Two  of  the  most  common  are: 

a.  Aedes  cantator,  the  spring  salt  marsh  mosquito,  a  potential 
carrier  of  dog  heartworm. 

b.  Aedes  sollicitans,  the  summer  salt  marsh  mosquito,  a  daytime 
biter  and  a  potential  carrier  of  Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis.  It 
can  travel  up  to  40  miles. 

2.  Protection,  conservation  and  re-establishment  of  salt  marsh 
habitats  for  plants,  fish  and  wildlife.  A  healthy  salt  marsh 
normally  has  a  variety  of  different  habitats,  such  as:  pools,  pans, 
channels  and  marsh  tops.  These  habitats  aresustained  by  regular 
tidal  flushing.  Severely  restricted  tidal  circulation  results  in  a 
decline  in  the  health  of  the  salt  marsh  in  addition  to  intensified 
mosquito  breeding. 

3.  Elimination  of  insecticide  use  and  the  need  for  redraining 
marshes  to  control  mosquitoes.  Insecticides  are  potentially 
hazardous  to  the  environment  and  have  become  more  contro- 
versial with  increased  publicawareness.  Redraining  is  unhealthy 
for  marshes. 
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This  summer  marked  the  first  year  of  preliminary  OMWM  site  work 
which  produces  the  data  base  required  for  determining  optimal  sites 
for  implementing  OMWM.  The  two  sites  used  for  this  preliminary 
research  were  chosen  based  on  field  data  collected  over  the  past  seven 
years.  One  or  more  of  the  following  minimum  requirements  were 
used.  That  each  site  had: 

1.  a  minimum  of  three  generations  of  mosquitoes. 

2.  a  minimum  of  five  larvae  per  dip  using  a  500ml  larval  dipper. 

3.  severely  altered  habitats. 

Normandeau  Associates,  Inc.  (NAI)  also  recommended  these  two 
salt  marshes  as  possible  OMWM  sites.  NAI  recently  completed  an 
extensive  salt  marsh  study  for  the  Rye  Conservation  Commission. 
Their  study  recommends  implementing  OMWM  in  conjunction  with 
their  proposed  culvert  alterations  to  enhance  the  salt  marsh  habitat. 
The  two  sites  chosen  are  Locke  Marsh,  located  on  the  southern  side  of 
Locke  Road  and  Wallis  South  which  is  located  on  the  southern  side  of 
Wallis  Road. 

Wallis  South  and  Locke  Marsh  were  monitored  for  three  months. 
The  field  observations  included  a  photographic  record  of  each  site,  as 
well  as  an  aerial  photograph.  Data  was  collected  regarding  rainfall, 
flooding  events,  larval  mosquito  densities,  adult  mosquito  activity  and 
identity,  water  temperature  and  salinity  levels,  fish  and  shore  bird 
populations,  human  activity  and  vegetation  type  and  distribution. 

Basically,  the  mosquitoes  are  thriving  and  our  salt  marshes  are 
dying.  As  residents  of  Rye,  you  recognized  the  need  for  some  foresight 
in  the  preservation,  conservation  and  management  of  our  remaining 
750  acres  of  salt  marsh.  No  one  wants  to  lose  the  base  of  thefoodchain. 
You  showed  this  recognition  by  voting  to  commence  with  the 
preliminary  OMWM  site  work.  No  program  can  solve  every  problem 
or  please  every  person,  however,  OMWM  takes  into  consideration 
the  best  interests  of  the  marsh  as  an  active,  contributing  part  of  the 
environment  in  which  we  all  live  and  also  considers  the  worst  interests 
of  those  ever  proliferating,  disease  carrying  mosquitoes! 

Continued  public  support  and  awareness  is  key  to  the  success  of 
OMWM.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1987  and  June  1988,  we  experienced  more  fires  than 
normal.  The  three  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children, 
fires  kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and 
debris  burning.  All  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility 
of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest 
regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber 
harvest  law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Concord 
Forest  Protection  Headquarters  at  (603)  271-2217,  or  local  Forest 
Ranger. 

On  January  1, 1989,  the  Deceptive  Forestry  Business  Practices  Law 
(RSA  224:54)  goes  into  effect.  This  law,  in  summary,  states  that  a  person 
is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  if,  in  the  course  of  buying  or  selling  a  forest 
product,  uses  a  false  weight  or  measure  for  falsely  determining  any 
quality  or  quantity  of  a  forest  product.  For  more  information,  contact 
one  of  the  persons  mentioned  above.

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ANIMAL  CONTROL  OFFICER'S  REPORT 

During  1988,  165  animal  related  complaints  were  received  by  the 
Animal  Control  Officer.  These  complaints  included  111  dogs  at  large, 
29  nuisance  dogs,  3  menacing  and  3  vicious  dog  complaints,  8  cat 
complaints  including  one  overstated  feline  extraction  from  a  tree,  5 
cats  were  picked  up  as  strays  and  1  euthanized.  Forty  eight  dogs  were 
confined,  43  of  which  were  released  to  proper  owners,  4  adopted  as 
strays  and  1  dog  euthanized.  Also  3  chipmunk,  3  skunk,  2  raccoon  and 
3  bat  complaints  were  dealt  with.  Five  deer  were  struck  by  vehicles  in 
1988.

Proposed:  Dogs  not  allowed  on  Town  beaches  before  7  p.m. 
except  north  of  Wallis  Sands  State  Park  and  South  of 
Odiorne  State  Park  Beaches. 
Proposed:  A  "Pooper  Scooper"  ordinance  for  all  Town  property 
specifically  to  include  the  Recreation  Area,  Town 
woods  and  Parson's  Field.

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RYE  RECREATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  Rye  Recreation  Commission  is  pleased  to  report  that  1988  was  a 
successful  year  filled  with  many  new  and  exciting  programs  which 
were  enjoyed  by  all. 

This  year's  programs  offered  by  the  Recreation  Department 
included  a  variety  of  activities  for  all  ages.  The  classes  included  Intro  to 
Martial  Arts,  Co-ed  Volleyball,  Aerobics,  Parent-Tot  Fitness,  3,  4,  and 
More,  Ballroom  Dance,  and  Williamsburg  Wreath  workshops.  A 
Topiary  Christmas  Tree  Workshop,  taught  by  Judy  Chonak  of  the 
Portsmouth  Flower  Shop,  allowed  many  people  to  create  a  beautiful 
boxwood  tree  to  brighten  their  holidays. 

The  Summer  Playground  Program  was  filled  to  capacity  this  year 
with  over  200  children,  ages  3-10  years.  The  program  ran  for  2-4  week 
sessions  which  included  arts  and  crafts,  free  play,  field  trips,  roller 
skating,  beach  time,  library  time,  and  just  plain  fun.  This  year's 
playground  staff  was  terrific  and  we  look  forward  to  having  many  of 
them  return  next  year. 

Rye's  family  oriented  4th  of  July  Celebration  was  a  big  hit  and 
included  the  first  annual  "Fun  Run"  through  the  Town  Forest.  Groups 
of  runners  of  all  ages,  our  youngest  being  2  years  old,  tromped  their 
way  from  Parson's  Field  through  the  Town  Forest  to  the  Recreation 
Area  and  back.  We  look  forward  to  next  year's  2.2  mile  race  and  hope 
to  increase  the  number  of  participants.  Also  included  in  the  celebration 
was  a  marionette  show  by  Dan  Grady  who  creates  his  own  puppets  to 
entertain  us!  Music  was  once  again  provided  by  Rye's  own  Boss  Co. 
Band  who  are  very  popular  in  this  area.  The  Library  Building  Fund 
Committee  provided  many  activities  for  everyone  including  "Madame 
Tehias"  who  provided  fortune  telling  for  a  long  line  of  anxious  people. 
There  were  games,  races,  cotton  candy,  and  once  again  the  Fire 
Department  and  their  wives  provided  food  and  soda  along  with  rides 
on  Rye's  antique  Fire  Engine.  Selectmen  Jack  Tobey  ended  the 
celebration  with  a  brilliant  display  of  fireworks  at  dusk.  Plans  are 
already  underway  for  next  year's  celebration  and  we  welcome  any 
input  and  help  you  would  like  to  offer. 

There  was  lots  of  activity  at  the  Recreation  Area  in  1988  and  the 
increased  parking  area  was  a  great  addition.  The  fields  were  in  use 
Sunday  -  Friday  by  organized  sports  programs  which  ran  from  April 
through  November.  Field  Use  Permits  were  issued  to  Rye  Recreation's 
Men's  Softball,  Rye  Little  League,  Rye  Youth  Soccer,  and  Rye  Jr.  High 
Soccer  teams.  There  was  also  an  increase  in  the  use  of  the  Town's 
Forest  -  the  trails  were  used  for  cross  country  skiing,  nature  walks,  and 
a  Boy  Scout  Jamboree.  Just  a  reminder,  field  use  by  permit  only. 
Permits  are  available  through  the  Recreation  Department.  Alcoholic 
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beverages  are  not  allowed  at  the  Recreation  Area  and  please  remember 
to  drive  slowly.  The  Recreation  Area  closes  at  dusk. 

1988;s  Halloween  Party  was  enjoyed  by  over  300  children  dressed  in 
all  kinds  of  scary,  crazy  and  cute  costumes.  Rick  Davis  provided  mime, 
clowning,  music,  and  stories  for  all.  The  Rye  Women's  Club  once  again 
provided  helpers  for  this  event. 

December  4th  was  the  day  of  Rye's  Christmas  Parade.  Chairman 
Lee  Blaisdell  did  a  terrific  job  putting  it  all  together.  Children  and  their 
parents  lined  the  street  to  see  the  many  floats,  trucks,  kids,  and 
especially  Santa  Claus. 

Rye  Recreation  Department's  3rd  Annual  Tree  Lighting  Ceremony 
was  held  on  Thursday,  December  8th.  Children  and  their  parents  met 
at  the  Rye  Ambulance  Corp  Building  to  create  Christmas  ornaments 
for  the  tree.  After  hot  chocolate  and  cookies  were  served  by  the  Rye 
Women's  Club,  everyone  marched  totheTown  Hall  Courtyard  to  light 
the  tree.  It  was  a  beautiful  sight!

The  summer  of  1988  began  with  90  degree  heat  in  early  June. 
During  the  months  of  July  and  August  we  recorded  19  days  of  90  plus 
temperatures  which  resulted  in  record  crowds  attending  our  beaches 
and  tremendous  strain  on  our  already  limited  parking. 

However,  in  spite  of  the  record  heat  and  the  crowds,  we  are 
pleased  to  report  that  we  had  no  drownings  or  serious  injuries. 

Our  most  serious  safety  hazard  continues  to  be  the  use  of 
inflatables  but  our  life  guards  under  the  direction  of  Jon  Danos,  have 
done  a  superb  job  of  keeping  this  situation  in  check. 

The  beach  patrol  officers  both  on  foot  and  moped  are  to  be 
congratulated  for  the  excellent  enforcement  of  both  parking  and 
beach  regulations. 

Our  planned  improvements  for  1989  include: 

A.  Officially  open  and  staff  the  beaches  Memorial  weekend. 
(3  weeks  earlier  than  in  the  past) 

B.  Better  control  of  resident  Beach  Stickers. 

C.  Additional  resident  parking  at  Wallis  Road  extension  (Pirates 
Cove)  by  resurfacing  the  parking  lot  and  lining  the  spaces. 

D.  Additional  resident  parking  behind  the  Red  Roof  Market  along 
Wallis  Road. 

E.  Provide  toilet  facilities  at  Wallis  Road  extension.

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LIBRARY  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  -  1988 

The  Rye  Public  Library  has  had  another  busy  and  productive  year. 
The  staff  consists  of:  Kathleen  Rudden,  Adult  Services  Librarian;  Susan 
Bucklin,  Children's  Librarian;  Library  Assistants  Teddy  Wyatt,  Marjorie 
Little,  Tricia  Quinn,  and  Deanie  Brownell;  and  Charles  Lockhart, 
Custodian.  Irene  Maskwa  serves  as  a  volunteer. 

Circulation  of  materials  has  shown  a  marked  increase  in  1988.  In 
addition  to  books  and  periodicals,  the  library  has  a  sizeable  audience 
for  audio  and  video  tapes.  The  video  collection  has  been  expanded,  as 
has  the  large  print  section.  All  of  these  have  become  important 
sections  of  the  total  library  program. 

The  children  of  Rye  have  taken  full  advantage  of  the  activities  and 
programs  provided  by  the  Children's  Librarian.  These  included  craft 
workshops,  pre-school  story  hours,  summer  reading  program,  puppet 
shows,  musical  programs,  and  book  talks,  in  addition  to  special  events. 
New  Children's  Librarian,  Susan  Bucklin,  initiated  some  unique 
programs  as  well.  More  than  1700  children  participated  in  these 
activities.  The  circulation  of  children's  materials  increased  dramatically 
and  all  materials  are  now  checked  out  at  the  main  desk.  This  enables 
the  Children's  Librarian  to  spend  more  time  assisting  parents  and 
children. 

During  1988,  staff  members  attended  various  professional  classes, 
workshops,  and  meetings.  The  Director,  Adult  Services  Librarian,  and 
Children's  Librarian  all  attended  the  New  Hampshire  Library  Con- 
vention, and  the  Director  attended  the  national  American  Library 
Association  Convention  as  well.  The  staff  has  worked  with  the  Building 
Study  Committee  in  its  attempts  to  provide  a  workable  solution  to  the 
space  and  accessibility  problems  in  the  library. 

The  Library  is  a  member  of  the  Seacoast  Library  Cooperative  and 
the  Seacoast  Film  Cooperative.  We  are  also  affiliated  with  the  Seacoast 
Area  Integrated  Library  System  (SAILS)  and  the  New  Hampshire 
Automated  Information  System  (NHAIS),  which  means  that  we  are 
on-line  to  the  State  Library  and  can  search  their  records  for  books 
requested  by  patrons.  The  SAILS  project  is  expected  to  be  on-line  early 
in  1989,  and  then  we  can  search  the  holdings  of  UN H,  Portsmouth,  and 
Hampton  as  well.  In  addition,  NHAIS  provides  a  status-of-bills 
database  and  a  newspaper  index  database. 

A  series  of  reading-discussion  programs  was  held  twice  during  the 
year.  In  the  late  winter,  mysteries  by  noted  authors  were  the  subject  of 
discussion,  and  in  the  fall  the  topic  was  New  England  and  the 
Constitution.  These  programs  were  planned  by  Adult  Services  Librarian 
Kathleen  Rudden,  who  is  responsible  for  obtaining  financial  grants 
from  the  New  Hampshire  Humanities  Council  to  support  them. 
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The  Friends  of  the  Library  have  continued  to  provide  invaluable 
assistance.  They  perform  various  tasks  at  their  monthly  meetings.  At 
Christmas,  they  decorate  the  Library,  and  during  the  year  they  provide 
goodies  for  special  story  hours.  Their  annual  book-and-bake  sale  is 
their  major  fund-raiser,  and  this  year  the  profits  were  donated  to  the 
Library  Building  Fund. 

Many  individuals  and  organizations  have  made  generous  donations 
to  the  library  during  the  year,  and  the  Building  Fund  has  received 
some  generous  gifts  as  well.  Thanks  to  all  of  you  for  your  interest  and 
support. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  trustees,  the  staff,  the  Friends  of  the 
Library,  and  our  volunteers  for  their  efforts  during  the  year.  A  special 
thank  you  to  the  mothers  who  have  assisted  with  programs  in  the 
Children's  Room.  We  hope  that  1989  will  be  a  special  year  for  the 
library  and  that  more  citizens  of  Rye  will  discover  what  many  know  - 
the  library  is  a  very  special  place  with  something  for  everyone.  Why 
not  get  involved  with  your  library  -  come  on  in  and  check  us  out!

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RYE  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES  REPORT 

1988  proved  to  be  an  exciting  year  for  trustees,  staff  and  Friends  of 
the  Rye  Public  Library.  With  the  approval  at  Town  Meeting  of  $20,000 
to  be  placed  in  a  capital  reserve  fund  and  also  approval  of  funds  to  hire 
an  architect  and  consultant  to  address  the  issue  of  expanding  our 
present  facility  or  moving  to  a  new  facility. 

Our  heartfelt  thanks  go  to  Monica  Aring  and  the  Rye  Womens 
Club  who  aided  us  in  our  public  relations  effort  which  began  with  the 
Library  Survey.  This  survey  which  enabled  us  to  compile  statistics  as  to 
who  uses  the  library  and  for  what  purpose  and  also  how  often,  enabled 
us  to  determine  the  need  and  support  for  an  updated  facility. 

With  support  and  need  established,  we  proceeded  with  the  organi- 
zation of  a  Library  Study  Committee  with  branches  to  focus  on  sites, 
statistics,  fund  raising,  public  relations  and  the  hiring  of  an  architectural 
firm.  We  express  our  appreciation  to  those  who  have  relentlessly  given 
of  their  community. 

The  trustees  voted  to  a  commitment  of  raising  $100,000  in  private 
funds  to  help  lessen  the  burden  on  the  taxpayer.  Watch  our  Fund 
Raising  Board  which  is  mounted  on  the  front  pillars  as  the  books  pile 
up  with  each  additional  event.  Better  still,  come  and  join  us.  We  can 
always  use  new  ideas  and  more  volunteers.  Items  such  as  book  bags, 
t-shirts  and  sweatshirts  and  library  stationery  are  available  at  the  library 
while  supplies  last. 

Another  evidence  of  library  support  was  the  donation  of  a  new  sign 
given  by  Jack  Canty. 

We  welcomed  Sue  Moynahan  to  our  Board.  She  has  added  much 
energy,  enthusiasm  and  expertise.  She  and  I  attended  conferences  on 
Latch-Key  Children  where  she  was  oriented  to  our  state  organization. 

The  trustees  have  updated  our  Conference  Room  policy  and  "New 
Books"  policy.  Our  "New  Books"  will  now  be  on  loan  for  14  days 
instead  of  7.  We  have  established  a  Special  Library  Building  Fund.  Also, 
we  have  purchased  from  the  gift  fund,  a  35mm  camera  which  will  be 
available  for  any  of  our  76  library  programs  offered  and  also  to  our 
Library  Study  Committee  for  Library  business. 

Our  plants  were  re-potted  by  Evergreen  of  Rye,  windows  were 
cleaned  and  new  lighting  fixtures  installed  due  to  electrical  fires. 

Again  in  December,  the  trustees  held  their  annual  Wassail  Party, 
which  is  an  open  house  event  for  any  residents  wishing  to  join  us  for 
tea  and  desserts.  It's  always  a  nice  opportunity  to  share  your  holiday 
spirit  and  see  what  your  library  is  doing  for  you. 

The  Rye  Library  was  proud  to  accept  1st  Place  in  the  Christmas 
Parade  float  contest.  Much  time  and  energy  was  given  to  this  event. 
We  sincerely  thank  you  all. 
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As  the  library  is  an  educational  opportunity  for  young  and  old,  I 
highly  recommend  that  you  take  advantage  of  the  services  it  provides 
for  you  and  your  family.  We  are  proud  of  the  excellent  staff  who 
continue  to  amaze  us  with  their  professionalism  and  dedication  under 
less  than  ideal  circumstances.  It  is  our  goal  to  ultimately  meet  the 
needs  of  the  community  and  the  individuals  in  it  ...  An  expanded 
facility  is  definitely  necessary  for  us  to  do  so.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

During  1988,  forty  meetings  were  held  to  conduct  Rye  Planning 
Board  Business  as  follows: 

1.  Twenty  work  sessions  in  which  the  Board  studied  and  discussed 
applications,  reviewed  proposed  ordinance  changes,  and 
prepared  meeting  agendas. 

2.  Fourteen  regular  meetings  to  hear  and  act  on  proposed  sub- 
division and  site  review  plans. 

3.  Six  special  public  hearings  to  review  and  obtain  public  input  on 
petitioned  and  Planning  Board  recommended  zoning 
amendments. 

Highlights  are  as  follows: 

1.  Final  review  of  the  Revised  Land  Development  Regulation  was 
accomplished.  This  regulation  which  was  enacted  by  Planning 
Board  vote  in  the  fall  broadens  the  development  standards  and 
requires  the  developer  to  furnish  more  information  for  Board 
consideration  and  action. 

2.  A  new  Flood  Plain  Development  and  Building  Ordinance 
meeting  the  latest  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency 
(FEMA)  requirements  for  special  flood  hazard  areas  was  drafted 
and  approved  by  the  voters.  The  voters  also  approved  two 
zoning  amendments  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board  and 
three  petitioned  zoning  amendments. 

3.  The  Board's  land  use  actions  during  1988  included  the 
following: 

Approval  of  eight  (8)  new  subdivisions  creating  fifteen  (15)  new 
lots,  two  of  which  are  non-buildable. 

Approval  of  three  lot  line  adjustments. 

Approval  of  two  condominium  conversions  of  a  total  of  ten  units. 

One  resubdivision  which  combined  three  lots  into  two. 

4.  Updating  the  Rye  Master  Plan  and  the  Capital  Improvement 
Program  by  Consultant  Donovan  was  initiated  at  the  request  of 
the  Planning  Board. 
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5.  Consultant  Donovan  also  worked  on  several  new  districts  (not 
yet  proposed)  -  one  for  the  Wentworth  golf  area  that  would 
preserve  the  current  open  spaces;  a  coastal  district  that  would 
permit  recycling  of  land  in  more  imaginative  ways  than  is 
permitted  by  current  ordinances;  and  a  Planned  Unit  Devel- 
opment in  the  Breakfast  Hill  area. 

During  1989  the  Planning  Board  will  review  and  study  these 
districts  for  possible  recommendation  to  the  town  voters  in 
1990.  A  number  of  public  hearings  would  be  held  before  March 
1990. 

6.  The  Planning  Board  is  recommending  eight  (8)  zoning  amend- 
ments which  will  be  voted  on  in  March  1989.  (See  Town 
Warrant)  Included  is  a  new  Conservation  District  which  aims  to 
permanently  preserve  unique  publicly  owned  natural  resources 
from  inappropriate  development.

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BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT  REPORT 

To:  The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Rye: 

Once  again  the  Board  of  Adjustment  had  a  very  busy  year.  In 
addition  to  its  twelve  regularly  scheduled  meetings,  three  special 
meetings  were  called  to  accommodatethe  applicants  because  of  their 
concerns  about  having  to  wait  until  the  next  regular  meeting. 

There  were  fifty-five  applications  filed  with  and  heard  by  the  Board 
of  Adjustment  this  year.  A  number  of  them  required  further  infor- 
mation and  were  consequently  heard  at  more  than  one  meeting. 

The  Town  of  Rye  is  still  under  a  great  deal  of  pressure  by  land 
owners  requesting  variances  and  special  exceptions  for  subdivisions 
and  expansion  of  existing  uses  upon  the  land.  There  are  a  number  of 
cases  in  litigation  brought  about  by  the  Board's  denials  of  some  of  the 
applications.  The  Board  has  tried  to  be  fair  and  reasonable  in 
rendering  all  of  its  decisions.  These  decisions  are  not  arrived  at  hastily 
or  arbitrarily,  but  the  townspeople  (taxpayers)  must  realize  that  any 
aggrieved  party  can  bring  suit  against  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  thus 
costing  taxpayers'  dollars  for  legal  fees,  regardless  of  how  frivolous  the 
suit.  The  Board  will  continue  to  work  with  the  applicants  to  the  best  of 
its  abilities  to  preserve  the  intent  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and  protect 
the  Town  from  the  unwise  use  of  land,  when  in  its  power. 

All  Board  of  Adjustment  meetings  are  open  to  the  public.  They  are 
held  downstairs  in  the  Library  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  every  month  at 
7:30  P.M.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Rye  Elementary 
School  in  said  Rye  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of  March,  1989, 
next,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  7:00  o'clock  in  the 
evening  to  vote  on  the  following  subjects: 

ARTICLE  1.    To  choose  a  SELECTMAN  for  three  (3)  years,  a  TOWN 
CLERK  for  three  (3)  years,  two  (2)  BUDGET  COMMITTEE  MEMBERS  for 
three  (3)  years,  a  CEMETERY  TRUSTEE  for  three  (3)  years,  a 
LIBRARY  TRUSTEE  for  three  (3)  years,  two  (2)  PLANNING  BOARD 
MEMBERS  for  three  (3)  years,  and  a  TRUSTEE  OF  TRUST  FUNDS  for 
three  (3)  years. 

ARTICLE  2.   To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the  Rye  School 
District  in  accordance  with  the  statutory  procedure  adopted  by 
said  District  at  its  March  1962  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  3.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Rye  Zoning 
Ordinance  to  wit: 

AMENDMENT  NO.  1.   CONSERVATION  DISTRICT 

Add  a  new  Conservation  District  to  Article  II  of  the  zoning 
ordinance  and  amend  the  Official  Zoning  Map  to  reclassify  land  as 
Conservation  District,  as  follows: 

SECTION  20B  CONSERVATION  DISTRICT  (new  district) 

208.1  Purpose.

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3.  Hiking  trails,  nature  trails,  picnic  areas,  bicycling 
trails,  cross  country  skiing  trails,  and  horseback 
riding  trails,  including  bridges  and  wooden  walkways 
appurtenant  thereto. 

4.  Nature  centers,  interpretative  centers. 

5.  Blinds  for  observing  or  photographing  wildlife,  birds 
and  waterfowl. 

6.  Uses  accessory  to  any  of  the  above  permitted  uses 
provided  no  buildings  are  constructed. 

2Q8.3 Uses  Permitted  Bv  Special  Exception. 

Accessory  buildings  customarily  incidental  to  a  permitted 
use,  such  as  trail  shelters,  picnic  shelters,  sanitary 
facilities,  and  the  like. 

208.4  Prohibited  Uses. 

Commercial,  business,  industrial  and  residential  uses  are 
prohibited  in  the  Conservation  District. 

208.5  Dimensional  Requirements. 

A.  Minimum  rear  yard:   thirty  (30)  feet. 

B.  Minimum  side  yard:   twenty  (20)  feet. 

C.  Minimum  front  yard:  forty  (40)  feet. 

OFFICIAL  ZONING  MAP  CHANGES;   The  following  parcels  in  the 
Odiorne  Point,  Seavey  Creek  and  Fairhill  Marsh  area  are 
proposed  for  reclassification  to  Conservation  District:   Tax 
Map  3,  Parcels  No.  17,  24,  26,  27,  29,  30,  31,  32,  33,  34, 
35;  Tax  Map  5,  Parcels  No.  34-1,  47,  48.   Also  the  Town 
Forest,  including  Tax  Map  12,  Parcels  No.  1,  2,  3,  4  and  Tax 
Map  13,  Parcels  No.  97-4,  98,  99,  101,  102,  103. 

AMENDMENT  NO.  2   ONE  BUILDING  -  ONE  LOT  RULE 

Amend  SECTION  202.4  so  that  the  "one  building  -  one  lot  rule"  is 
only  applicable  to  the  residential  districts,  as  follows: 

Existing  Language: 

202.4  Lots:   Every  building  hereafter  erected  shall  be 
located  on  a  lot  herein  defined,  and  in  no  case  shall  there 
be  more  than  one  (1)  building  on  one  lot,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

New  Language: 

202.4  Lots:   Every  building  hereafter  erected  shall  be 
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located  on  a  lot  herein  defined.   In  the  Single  Residence 
and  General  Residence  Districts  only  there  shall  be  no  more 
than  one  (1)  building  on  one  (1)  lot,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

AMENDMENT  NO.  3   RESIDENTIAL  USES  IN  COMMERCIAL  DISTRICT 

Delete  residential  uses  (except  dwelling  units  that  already 
exist),  including  mobile  home  parks  and  subdivisions,  from  the 
uses  allowed  in  the  Commercial  District  by  amending  SECTION  211.1 
and  211.2,  as  follows: 

211.1   Permitted  Uses: 

Insert  the  words  "non-residential"  in  SECTION  211.1  A; 
delete  words  from  SECTION  211.1  B;  and  add  a  new  SECTION 
211.1  E,  so  that  the  amended  section  reads: 

211.1  Permitted  Uses;   In  a  C  District  the  following  use 
are  permitted: 

A.  Any  non- residential  uses  permitted  in  any  residential 
district  including  accessory  uses  so  authorized,  and 
subject  to  all  limitations  there  applicable.   (New 
language  underlined.) 

B.  As  permitted  uses,  any  uses  permitted  in  the  Business 
District  by  SECTION  210.1  and  by  SECTIONS  210.2 

A  through  210.2  F  and  subject  to  all  limitations  there 
applicable.   (Deleted  language  .) 

C.  New  automobile  salesrooms,  new  boat  salesrooms,  new 
trailer  salesrooms,  farm  machinery  salesrooms,  lumber 
yard  and  building  supplies.   (No  changes.) 

D.  Professional  offices,  financial  institutions,  general 
retailing  of  goods  and  services.   (No  changes.) 

E.  Dwelling  units,  provided  they  existed  as  of  March  14, 
1989.   (New  section. ) 

211.2  Uses  Permitted  By  Special  Exception. 
Delete  SECTION  J  which  now  reads: 

J.   Mobiles  Homes  in  accordance  with  SECTION  400. 

AMENDMENT  NO.  4   EXPANSION  OF  NON-CONFORMING  BUILDINGS 

Clarify  the  provisions  of  SECTION  603.1  governing  the 
expansion  of  non-conforming  buildings  and  structures 
as  follows: 

Present  Language 
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603.1   Expansion:   Expansion  of  non-conforming  parts  of 
buildings  or  structures  is  not  allowed.   Those  parts  of  any 
building  or  structure  which  are  conforming  may  be  expanded 
provided  the  expansion  is  conforming  and  the  use  is  not 
changed . 

Proposed  Language 

603.1  Expansion:   Expansion  of  non-conforming  parts  of 
buildings  or  structures  is  not  allowed.   Those  parts  of  any 
building  or  structure  which  are  conforming  may  be  expanded 
provided  the  expansion  is  conforming  and  the  use  is  not 
changed .   For  example,  if  a  non-conforming  building 
encroaches  into  a  yard  area  established  by  this  ordinance, 
the  bulk  of  the  building  within  the  yard  area  shall  not  be 
expanded  at  all,  either  vertically  or  horizontally,  within 
such  yard  area.   (New  language  underlined. ) 

AMENDMENT  NO.  5   REPLACEMENT  OF  NON-CONFORMING  BUILDINGS 

Clarify  the  provisions  of  SECTION  603.2  regarding  replacement  of 
non-conforming  buildings  and  structures,  as  follows: 

Present  Language. 

603.2  Abandonment,  Discontinuance,  Destruction:   Any 
non-conforming  building  or  non-conforming  structure  which  is 
abandoned  or  vacated  or  which  is  partially  or  wholly 
destroyed  by  reason  of  any  cause  whatsoever,  including 
obsolescence,  fire,  explosion,  storm,  tides,  or  other  acts 
of  God,  may  be  resumed  or  restored  and  operated  in  its 
former  (non-conformity)  if  same  is  done  within  three  (3) 
years  thereafter.   If  possible,  the  replacement  of  the 
building  or  structure  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  of 
this  Ordinance  with  which  it  previously  did  not  conform,  as 
well  as  to  all  other  requirements  with  which  it  did  conform. 
Otherwise,  the  replacements  shall  be  in  the  same  location 
and  of  the  same  dimensions  as  before  the  damage  occurred, 
unless  change  of  location  or  dimensions  would  make  the 
replacement  less  non-conforming. 

Proposed  Language. 

603.2  Abandonment.  Discontinuance,  Destruction:   Any 

non-conforming  building  or  non-conforming  structure  which 
is  abandoned  or  vacated  or  which  is  partially  or  wholly 
destroyed  by  reason  of  any  cause  whatsoever,  including 
obsolescence,  fire,  explosion,  storm,  tides,  or  other  acts 
of  God,  may  be  resumed  or  restored  and  operated  in  its 
former  (non-conformity)  if  same  is  done  within  three  (3) 
years  thereafter.   If  possible,  the  replacement  of  the 
building  or  structure  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  of 
this  Ordinance  with  which  it  previously  did  not  conform,  as 
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well  a3  to  all  other  requirements  with  which  it  did  conform. 
Otherwise,  the  replacements  of  all  non-conforming  parts  of 
the  structure   shall  be  in  the  same  location  of  the  same 
dimensions,  height  and  bulk,  as  before  the  damage  occurred, 
unless  such  changes  of- — location  or  dimensions  would 
make  the  replacement  less  non-conforming.   (New  language 
underlined  and  deleted  language ). 

AMENDMENT  NO.  6   NON-CONFORMING  LOTS 

Amend  SECTION  601  so  that  one  does  not  need  a  variance  in  order 
to  place  a  dwelling  on  a  "grandfathered"  non-conforming  lot,  as 
follows : 

SECTION  601   NON-CONFORMING  LOTS. 

In  any  district  in  which  single  family  or  two  family 
dwellings  are  permitted,  a  dwelling  and  customary  accessory 
buildings  may  be  erected  as  a  variance  obtained  pursuant 
to  Article  VII,  on  any  lot  which  was  a  lot  of  record  on 
the  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance,  earlier  variations 
thereof,  or  future  amendments  thereto,  even  though  such  lot 
fails  to  meet  the  district  requirements  for  area  or  frontage 
or  depth.   (Language  to  be  deleted ). 

AMENDMENT  NO.  7   ENFORCEMENT  PENALTIES 

Amend  SECTION  803.4  penalties  to  conform  with  changes  in  state 
statutes  by  deleting  present  section  and  replacing  it  with  the 
following  new  section. 

803.4   Penalties:   Penalties  for  violation  of  these 
regulations  shall  be  provided  by  NH  RSA  676:17,  as  amended. 
Any  person  who  violates  any  of  these  regulations: 

A.  Shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  if  a  natural  person,  or 
guilty  of  a  felony  if  any  other  person  (such  as  a 
corporation  or  association) . 

B.  Shall  be  subject  to  a  civil  penalty  not  to  exceed  $100 
for  each  day  that  such  violation  is  found  to  continue 
after  the  conviction  date  or  after  the  date  on  which  the 
violator  receives  written  notice  from  the  municipality 
that  he  is  in  violation,  whichever  is  earlier. 

AMENDMENT  NO.  8   ENFORCEMENT  COSTS 

Add  a  new  SECTION  803.6  to  the  Enforcement  provisions,  as 
follows : 

803.6  Recovery  of  Legal  Costs:   As  permitted  by  NH  RSA 
676:17,  as  amended,  the  Selectmen  and/or  the  Building 
Inspector  shall  seek  to  recover  all  costs  and  attorney's 
fees  in  any  legal  action  necessary  to  enforce  these 
regulations. 
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ARTICLE  4.   On  petition  of  JOHN  P.  HAYES,  JR.,  and  ten  (10)  other 
voters  of  the  Town  of  Rye  to  see  if  the  Town  of  Rye  will  vote  to 
accept  the  provisions  of  RSA  39:2-a  "Do  you  approve  of  having  two 
(2)  sessions  for  the  annual  town  meeting  in  this  town,  the  first 
session  for  choice  of  town  officers  elected  by  an  official  ballot 
and  other  action  required  to  be  inserted  on  said  official  ballot, 
and  the  second  session,  on  a  date  set  by  the  selectmen,  for 
transaction  of  other  business." 

ARTICLE  5.   On  petition  of  JEANNETTE  P.  CONWAY  and  eighty  four 
(84)  other  voters  of  the  Town  of  Rye  "Are  you  in  favor  of 
increasing  the  board  of  selectmen  to  five  members?" 

ARTICLE  6.   On  petition  of  CHARLES  CONWAY  and  twenty  four  (24) 
other  voters  of  the  Town  of  Rye  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  the 
following: 

1.   Shall  the  government  of  the  Police  Department  of  the 
Town  of  Rye  be  entrusted  to  a  police  commission? 

ARTICLE  6A:   If  so,  shall  the  police  commission  be  chosen  by: 

a.  Popular  election  at  Town  Election,  or 

b.  Appointment  by  Governor  with  consent  of  the  council? 

ARTICLE  7.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  five  million,  two  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($5,200,000)  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  equipping  a 
primary  wastewater  treatment  facility,  gravity  sewers,  and  sewage 
pumping  stations  and  ocean  outfall,  and  said  sum  to  be  raised  as 
follows : 

a.  Three  million,  six  hundred  and  twenty  six  thousand 
dollars  ($3,626,000)  of  said  sum  to  be  raised  by  the  issuance  of 
serial  bonds  or  notes  not  to  exceed  under  and  in  compliance  with 
the  provision  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (N.H.  R.S.A.  33:1  et . , 
seq.  as  amended) ,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and 
negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest 
thereof,  and  to  take  such  actions  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect 
the  issuance,  negotiation,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bonds  or 
notes  as  shall  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  of  Rye. 

b.  One  million,  five  hundred  and  seventy  four  thousand 
dollars  ($1,574,000)  is  to  be  raised  from  a  federal  grant  or 
grants  for  the  project. 

The  provisions  for  the  withdrawal  and  expenditure  of  funds, 
acceptance  of  contributions  from  any  and  all  lawful  sources  and 
expenditure  of  same,  and  all  other  matters  relating  thereto  are 
to  be  delegated  to  the  Selectmen. 

(This  article  requires  a  two-thirds  vote.) 
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(This  article  IS  RECOMMENDED  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 
ARTICLE  8.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to: 

a.  Raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and 
eighteen  thousand  dollars  ($418,000)  for  the  purpose  of 
construction  of  a  new  Town  Police  Station  including  a  new  septic 
system  which  will  be  used  by  both  the  Town  Hall  and  Police 
Station,  and  to  extend  the  Town  Hall  parking  area  by  sixteen  (16) 
additional  parking  spaces,  and  said  sum  to  be  raised  by  the 
issuance  of  serial  bonds  or  notes  not  to  exceed  under  and  in 
compliance  with  the  provision  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (N.H. 
R.S.A.  33:1  et.,  seq.  as  amended),  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  to  determine  the  rate 
of  interest  thereof,  and  to  take  such  other  actions  as  may  be 
necessary  to  effect  the  issuance,  negotiation,  sale  and  delivery 
of  such  bonds  or  notes  as  shall  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
Town  of  Rye . 

b.  Authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  agreements  and 
contracts  and  to  take  any  other  action  necessary  to  construct  and 
furnish  said  building  and  to  accept  state  and/or  federal  grants 
in  aid  of  said  project;  and 

c.  Any  other  action  in  connection  with  the  foregoing 
matters  or  any  of  them.

Fire  Protection  Association,  Life  Safety  Code  101  1988  edition. 
This  standard  provides  a  reasonable  degree  of  safety  from  fire  in 
buildings  and  structures.   Violators  may  be  fined  as  provided 
under  R.S.A.  31:39  as  amended.  (This  article  to  repeal  Article  25 
of  the  1978  Town  Meeting.) 

ARTICLE  31.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  B.O.C.A. 
National  Fire  Prevention  Code  1987  edition.   Violators  may  be 
fined  as  provided  under  R.S.A.  31:39  as  amended.   (This  article 
to  repeal  Article  24  of  the  1976  Town  Meeting. ) 

ARTICLE  32.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
ordinance: 

All  buildings  in  the  Town  to  display  a  street  number  issued 
by  the  Building  Inspector  and  displayed  in  the  following  manner: 

a.  Arabic  numerals  only,  a  minimum  of  three  (3)  inches  high 
and  one  half  inch  (1/2)  in  width. 

b.  The  number  to  be  displayed  at  the  side  of,  or  above  front 
door  if  readily  visible  from  the  street,  or  on  a  sign  or  marker 
at  street  end  of  driveway  or  walk  leading  to  the  building. 

c.  If  the  end  of  the  building  faces  the  street,  the  number  to 
be  displayed  on  the  corner  adjacent  to  the  front  door  and  readily 
visible  from  the  street. 

d.  For  buildings  set  back  from  the  street  or  obscured  in  any 
way,  the  number  to  be  displayed  on  a  sign  or  marker  at  the  street 
end  of  the  driveway  or  walk  leading  to  the  building. 

e.  All  apartments,  cabins,  and  other  dwelling  units  are  to 
have  on  site  numbering  system,  said  number  to  be  displayed  on  or 
near  entrance  to  each  unit. 

Penalty  for  failure  to  display: 

First  offense:   Written  warning  with  thirty  (30)  days  to 

correct. 
Second  offense:  Violation  and  may  be  fined  as  provided  under 

R.S.A.  31:39  (supplement) 

ARTICLE  33.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
ordinance  to  regulate  dogs  in  the  Town  of  Rye: 

Dogs  will  be  allowed  on  any  beach  owned  by  the  Town  of  Rye 
only  from  7  PM  until  12  midnight  from  May  15  through  September  1. 
The  only  exception  will  be  the  area  between  Wallis  Sands  State 
Park  and  Odiorne  State  Park  where  dogs  and  people  are  allowed 
except  between  the  hours  of  12  midnight  and  6  AM  when  the  beach 
is  closed. 

ARTICLE  34.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a  public 
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road  Berry's  Brook.  Lane  as  shown  on  a  plan  entitled  Hallett 
Subdivision  Plan  Number  3767,  Sheet  3  of  3.   This  acceptance  is 
conditioned  upon  the  final  approval  of  the  Town's  Public  Works 
Director  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

ARTICLE  35.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Planning 
Board's  site  plan  review  authorization  voted  at  the  March,  1970 
town  meeting,  and  as  amended  at  the  March,  1980  town  meeting  to 
include  review  of  "change  or  expansion  of  use"  of  tracts  for 
non-residential  uses  or  for  multi-family  dwelling  units,  as 
authorized  by  the  amendment  to  RSA  674:43  which  became  effective 
July  17,  1987. 

ARTICLE  36.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  to  the  highest  bidder  at  public  auction  or 
sealed  bid  such  surplus  Town  equipment  as  is  not  traded  in  on  new 
equipment  in  1989. 

ARTICLE  37.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

ARTICLE  38.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action 
by  the  Town  Meeting,  money  from  the  state,  federal  or 
governmental  unit  or  private  sources  which  becomes  available 
during  the  fiscal  year.   Pursuant  to  NH  RSA  31:95-b  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  39.   To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting.

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Rye  as 
of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1988,  as  listed  in  the  table  of 
contents.  We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards.   Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the 
audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements 
are  free  of  material  misstatement.   An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test 
basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial 
statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used 
and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the 
overall  financial  statement  presentation.   We  believe  that  our  audit  provides 
a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion.

in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.   The  combining  and  individual 
fund  financial  statements  listed  in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented  for 
purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Rye.   Such  information  has  been 
subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  audit  of  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all 
material  respects  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements 
taken  as  a  whole.

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THE  DUMP  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Dump  Committee  voted  in  1988  to  change  its  name  to  the  Solid 
Waste  Management  Committee.  We  want  to  thank  Mr.  Cornelius 
"Bud"  Moynahan  for  his  assistance  and  inspiration  again  this  year. 

The  Committee  worked  with  Mr.  Moynahan  to  design  and 
introduce  the  new  dump  stickers  in  1988. 

In  February,  Pat  Frim  and  Jack  Squires  presented  a  program  on 
recycling  to  the  Rye  7th  grade  science  classes.  This  was  in  conjunction 
with  Mr.  Dalton's  unit  on  ecology  and  was  enthusiastically  received  by 
the  students.  A  poster  exhibition  was  part  of  the  program  and  the 
student's  original  posters  were  excellent. 

In  September,  the  Committee  presented  a  program  at  the  Rye 
Civic  League  meeting.  Current  local  and  state  efforts  in  managing  solid 
waste  were  discussed.  We  would  again  wish  to  thank  our  panelists 
Brad  Richards,  Carol  Stoffel,  Bud  Moynahan,  Richard  Philbrick,  and 
the  Rehrig-Pacific  Company. 

In  1988,  319.15  tons  of  recyclable  material  was  processed.  The 
revenue  was  $10,183.88.  155.33  tons  of  newspaper,  47.63  tons  of 
cardboard, 111  tonsof  glass, and  5. 19tonsof  aluminum  wererecycled. 
Cost  avoidance  for  these  items  was  $4,997.89.  Total  money  saved  by 
recycling  was  15,181.77. 

In  1989  we  expect  to  recycle  plastic  once  we  have  a  granulator. 
Many  townspeople  have  asked  to  recycle  plastic. 

The  Committee  plans  more  educational  assistance  throughout 
1989  to  enhance  the  efforts  of  the  personnel  on  Grove  Road. 

The  Swap  Shop  continues  to  bean  amazing  place  to  find  items.  Jack 
and  Irene  Squires  have  worked  extremely  hard  to  keep  it  neat.  We  ask 
people  again  to  hang  up  clothes  and  be  considerate  and  neat  when 
they  visit. 

Rye  can  be  very  proud  of  its  responsible  recycling  program.  In  1989 
our  goal  is  more  recycling  participation  to  help  curb  the  rapidly 
escalating  dollar  and  environmental  costs  of  trash  disposal.

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RYE  AMBULANCE  CORPS,  INC.  REPORT 

The  Rye  Ambulance  Corps  had  a  busy  year,  with  284  calls  in  1988. 
These  included:  forty-three  motor  vehicle  accidents,  and  two  hundred 
thirty-six  calls  for  medical  emergencies,  and  five  mutual  aid.  We  would 
like  to  extend  our  thanks,  once  again,  to  the  Rye  Fire  and  Police 
Departments  who  dispatch  our  ambulance  and  often  respond  to  our 
calls  to  assist  us. 

The  Corps  maintains  quite  a  lot  of  in-house  training,  thanks  to  our 
training  officer  and  other  valuable  Corps  members,  who  conduct  our 
EMT  classes,  AFA  classes  and  certify  us  in  CPR.  We  also  invite  guest 
lecturers  from  the  local  medical  community  to  our  meetings,  and 
attend  hospital  sponsored  seminars.  We  are  always  seeking  new 
ambulance  attendants,  but  were  ableto  relieveour  crunch  somewhat 
this  year  when  we  secured  three  new  EMT's  and  two  new  AFA's  and 
were  able  to  upgrade  several  other  attendants  to  EMT  level  of  training. 
Our  Board  of  Directors  continues  to  be  a  great  source  of  support  and 
also  serves  as  a  sounding  board  for  our  thoughts  and  concerns. 

We  recently  purchased  a  new  1989  Ford  E350  diesel  box  style 
ambulance.  It  is  a  state-of-the-art  vehicle  with  many  new  features  to 
enable  us  to  use  our  equipment  more  efficiently  and  have  better 
access  to  our  patients  in  the  rear  compartment.  It  has  been  in  service 
since  the  end  of  the  year  and  we  are  very  pleased  with  it  to  date. 

Several  people  have  asked  me  to  remind  townspeople  to  make  a 
special  effort  to  have  your  house  numbers  clear  and  easily  visible.  It  is 
often  difficult,  particularly  at  night,  to  identify  the  correct  house  we 
are  being  called  to  and  we  hate  to  waste  precious  time  in  a  true 
medical  emergency  trying  to  verify  the  location  with  the  dispatcher.  A 
clearly  marked  and  lighted  house  number  makes  it  much  easiertofind 
your  home  in  a  hurry. 

Lastly,  I  would  like  to  remind  everyone  that  the  Rye  Ambulance 
Corps,  Inc.  is  a  private  non-profit  organization  dedicated  to  serving 
the  community  of  Rye  and  we  rely  solely  on  donations  and  our 
subscription  service  for  our  financial  support.  No  taxpayers'  dollars  are 
used  to  purchase  equipment  or  compensate  our  people.  Thank  you 
for  your  continued  support;  we  will  do  our  best  to  continue  to  provide 
quality  emergency  medical  care  to  the  Town  of  Rye.

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RYE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  Rye  Conservation  Commission  continued  its  efforts  to  protect 
and  preserve  the  wetlands,  buffer  lands,  and  open  land  of  Rye  and  to 
insure  the  proper  management  of  projects  affecting  these  areas. 

Again  this  year,  approximately  fifteen  wetlands  applications  were 
reviewed  by  the  Commission,  the  sites  were  inspected,  and  letters 
were  sent  to  the  State  Wetlands  Board  detailing  our  recommendations 
with  regards  to  each  project.  The  Commission  worked  actively  with 
the  Planning  Board,  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  the  Building  Inspector, 
and  the  Recreation  Department  in  an  advisory  capacity  on  several 
projects.  Through  all,  we  worked  to  find  solutions  that  could  benefit 
both  the  developer  and  the  environment.  In  most  newly  developed 
areas,  we  are  concerned  that  a  buffer  zone  be  maintained  around 
fresh  or  salt  water  wetlands  so  that  the  fragile  ecosystems  of  these  areas 
can  be  protected.  We  are  also  concerned  that  no  wetlands  of 
significance  are  filled  or  rerouted  for  building  or  roadway  construction, 
thereby  changing  the  water  movement  patterns  through  any  given 
area.  In  spite  of  strict  wetland  regulations,  there  are  those  who 
continue  to  attempt  to  alter  their  land  without  proper  procedures 
being  followed. 

The  Commission  has  been  extremely  fortunate  this  year  in  that 
several  landowners  have  donated  or  will  soon  donate  some  sizeable 
parcels  of  land  for  preservation  in  its  current  state.  Among  these  are 
the  donations  of  Mr.  Hollet  and  Mr.  Sargent.  Ralph  Brown,  a  former 
Rye  Conservation  Commission  Chairman  and  life-long  environmen- 
talist will  soon  be  donating  many  acres  of  salt  marsh  near  Odiorne 
Point  to  the  Town  for  management  by  this  Commission.  This  donation 
is  in  combination  with  the  preservation  of  many  of  his  other  acres 
through  the  Land  Conservation  Investment  Program.  The  citizens  of 
Rye  should  be  extremely  grateful  for  the  generosity  and  future 
sightedness  of  these  individuals.  We  continue  to  pursue  several 
options  that  may  result  in  some  land  purchases,  but  the  requirement 
for  decisions  by  other  Boards  and  Commissions  make  the  purchases 
very  complex. 

The  Normandeau  Associate  study  of  the  Wal  lis  Sands  and  Phi  I  brick 
Marshes  is  complete,  and  some  excellent  guidelines  for  drainage 
improvements  have  been  established.  The  Commission  hopes  to 
begin  implementing  some  of  the  recommendations  that  will  result  in 
improved  health  of  our  coastal  marshes. 

The  Commission  is  also  in  the  process  of  contracting  with  a 
consulting  forester  to  do  a  detailed  evaluation  and  management  plan 
for  the  Town  Forest  so  that  guidelines  will  exist  for  the  care  and 
protection  of  this  tract  for  future  years.  We  are  in  the  process  of 
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acquiring  grant  money  from  the  State  to  subsidize  this  project. 

The  Rye  Harbor  dredging  is  scheduled  to  be  done  this  spring.  The 
dredge  spoils  are  to  be  dumped  off  the  coast  of  Maine  in  an  approved 
area.  While  this  Commission  does  not  support  indiscriminate  ocean 
dumping,  it  is  felt  that,  in  this  case,  the  material  is  simply  being 
returned  to  its  point  of  origin. 

The  Commission  has  also  co-operated  with  several  university  and 
independent  studies  of  the  salt  marsh  this  year.  In  each  case,  it  was  felt 
that  the  results  of  these  studies  would  help  us  better  understand  the 
ecology  of  these  fragile  areas.  Salt  marshes  are  the  nursery  for  many 
species  in  the  food  chain.  They  serve  important  functions  in  flood 
control,  erosion  control,  and  pollution  control.  Thousands  of  acres  of 
this  vital  habitat  are  being  filled,  developed,  and  destroyed  annually.  It 
is  imperative  that  the  ecology  of  these  areas  be  thoroughly  understood 
and  that  steps  be  taken  to  restore  their  health  and  maintain  them  in 
productive  states. 

As  development  of  open  lands  becomes  more  and  more  common- 
place and  as  surrounding  communities  push  ever  closer  to  our 
boundaries,  we  would  urge  land  owners  who  are  interested  in 
preserving  the  rural  character  of  Rye  to  consider  land  donations, 
conservation  easements,  or  placing  the  land  in  "current  use"  status. 
There  are  regional  and  State  agencies  who  are  eager  to  assist  with  this 
action,  an  action  which  can  prove  financially  sound  for  the  owner  and 
esthetically  and  ecologically  sound  for  the  Town  of  Rye.

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HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  Rye  Historic  District  includes  four  areas  in  the  Town  of  Rye.  It  is 
defined  as  that  area  from  the  west  end  of  Grange  Park  to  the 
intersection  of  Central  and  Washington  Roads  within  500  feet  either 
side  of  the  centerline  of  Washington  Road.  It  also  includes  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  Isles  of  Shoals  islands,  the  Brackett  Road  Massacre 
Site,  and  the  Cable  House  located  at  20  Old  Beach  Road. 

The  Commission  is  responsible  for  preserving  the  buildings  within 
the  District,  encouraging  their  maintenance,  insuring  that  new  struc- 
tures and  alterations  to  existing  structures  are  in  visual  harmony  with 
their  neighbors,  and  reviewing  new  uses  of  land  or  buildings  within 
the  District.  The  purpose  is  to  preserve  the  history  of  the  Town  of  Rye, 
maintain  property  values,  foster  civic  beauty,  strengthen  the  local 
economy,  and  provide  an  opportunity  to  benefit  the  education, 
pleasure  and  welfare  of  all  Rve  citizens. 

The  Commission  meets  as  needed  to  fulfill  its  mission.  It  provided  a 
historic  tour  for  New  Hampshire's  teachers  as  part  of  a  graduate 
program  sponsored  by  the  American  Institute  for  Creative  Education. 
The  Commission  located  a  boulder  to  serve  as  a  Rye  monument  in 
Hampton  as  part  of  Hampton's  350th  celebration.  It  provided  comment 
to  the  Rye  Selectmen  in  the  use  of  Parsons  Field.  It  is  a  member  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Association  of  Historic  District  Commissions.  The 
Commission  worked  with  the  owners  of  Tate  &  Foss  Realty,  the  Rye 
Police  Station  Building  Committee,  and  the  Rye  Library  Building 
Committee  during  the  design  phase  of  the  various  projects  within  the 
District.  The  Commission  served  not  only  as  a  review  board  but  as  a 
forum  for  public  comment  on  each  project,  resulting  in  changes  that 
improved  the  designs. 

The  Rye  Historic  District  Commission  welcomes  public  input.  Any 
resident  of  the  Town  is  welcome  to  attend  any  Commission  meeting. 
The  Commission  is  particularly  interested  in  working  with  property 
owners,  abutters,  and  interested  parties  during  the  design  phase  of  a 
project.  This  reduces  design  time  and  costly  redesign  for  the  property 
owners  and  insures  the  best  result  for  the  Town  of  Rye  as  a  whole.

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HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT 

The  year  1988  was,  once  again,  an  extremely  busy  year  for  me  as 
Health  Officer.  I  have  continued  to  perform  routine  inspections  of 
food  establishments,  schools  and  daycare  centers.  In  addition,  I  have 
investigated  complaints  regarding  housing  for  the  indigent,  water  and 
livestock  problems,  sewage,  the  elderly,  and  various  other  issues. 

Last  year,  RSA-143A  was  put  into  law  requiring  that,  in  order  to 
legally  operate,  all  food  establishments  comply  with  specific  State  and 
Town  regulations.  This  ordinance  was  both  to  protect  the  public  as 
well  as  the  food-service  operations.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there 
was  virtually  100%  compliance  in  such  operations  in  Rye  this  past  year 
in  comparison  to  74%  compliance  in  1987. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  to  the  individuals  in  the  various  departments  in  Rye  and  to 
the  officials  in  Concord  for  their  cooperation  and  support.  Once 
again,  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  serve  the  Rye  community  and  I  look 
forward  to  again  serving  you  in  1989.

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DETECTIVE/JUVENILE  REPORT 
1988 

JUVENILE:  Activity  for  the  year  1988  is  reflected  in  the  following 
figures:  total  number  of  youths  handled  was  150.  This  figure  shows  a 
100+  percent  increase  over  last  year  in  that  the  Department  handled  70 
youths  in  1987.  In  1988  the  Department  handled  102  males  and  48 
females.  The  offenses  consisted  of:  3  runaways,  5  truants,  4  drug 
offenses,  12  vandalism,  6  malicious  damage,  2  motor  vehicle, 
3  C.H.I.N.S.,  9  thefts,  67  alcohol,  25  criminal  trespass  and  14 
miscellaneous. 

1988  saw  an  increase  in  reported  cases  of  abuse  against  children. 
These  cases  range  from  felonious  sexual  assault,  neglect  and  physical 
abuse.  Parents  are  again  encouraged  to  take  the  time  to  listen  to  their 
children  and  be  attentive  to  what  they  are  saying.  As  a  rule,  children  do 
not  make  up  things  like  being  sexually  molested  or  abused. 

A  special  note  to  parents  in  regard  to  your  children's  bedroom 
decorations:  when  you  walk  past  your  children's  rooms  and  see  items 
like  street  signs:  stop  signs,  flashing  yellow  warning  lights,  there 
should  be  a  "warning  light"  going  off  in  your  own  mind.  These  items 
had  to  come  from  somewhere  and  most  likely  they  were  stolen.  The 
usual  parental  attitude  is  one  of  apathy  and  closed  mindedness.  Don't 
be  afraid  of  asking  them  about  where  they  got  the  items  and  then 
return  the  items  to  the  proper  people.  These  little  room  trinkets  add 
up  and  cost  the  taxpayers  money  to  replace  them.  The  most  prestigious 
items  in  the  past  appear  to  have  been  the  street  sign  at  Love  Lane  (cost 
of  Love  Lane  sign  is  $50.00),  and  the  greens  flags  at  the  Abenaqui 
Country  Club  (each  flag  costs  approximately  $28.00). 

As  nice  as  it  is  to  have  Love  Lane  hanging  over  the  child's  bed  or 
closet  door,  parents  need  to  take  notice  of  the  fact  that  the  children 
don't  usually  purchase  these  signs.  Discipline  and  values  do  begin  at 
home.

During  the  year  fifty  six  new  maple  trees  were  planted  in  the  back 
section  of  the  cemetery,  along  both  sides  of  the  roadway. 

Skunks  digging  for  grubs  created  a  serious  problem,  as  they  did  a 
lot  of  damage  to  the  grass  with  this  activity.  The  solution  was  to  have 
the  grounds  sprayed  in  order  to  kill  the  grubs. 

Some  people  have  been  putting  their  household  trash  into  the 
trash  barrels  which  are  located  at  various  locations  throughout  the 
cemetery.  The  barrels  are  not  there  for  household  trash! 

The  Trustees  wish  to  express  their  thanks  to  the  Police  Department 
for  locking  and  unlocking  the  cemetery  gates.  If  the  gates  are  not 
locked  at  night  the  cemetery  is  used  by  some  as  a  secluded  place  to 
drink,  and  this  activity  along  with  the  trash  that  results,  causes  damage 
to  the  cemetery.

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TRUSTEES  OF  TRUST  FUNDS 

The  Trust  Funds  saw  a  variety  of  activity  in  1988.  The  Capital  Reserve 
Fire  Truck  Fund  expended  $191,230.14  for  the  purchase  of  the  new 
ladder  fire  truck,  Funds  were  established  for  both  the  Capital  Reserve 
Library  Construction  ($20,000.00)  and  Capital  Reserve  Tax  Maps 
($35,000.00),  as  voted  at  the  March  1988  Town  Meeting. 

The  Daniel  Austin  Medicine  Chest  Fund,  set  up  with  $100.00  in  1856 
for  first  aid  equipment  on  the  Isles  of  Shoals,  expended  $300.00  of 
income  toward  a  new  sterilizer  for  the  islands'  infirmary. 

The  Cemetery  Fund  spent  $20,000.00  on  land  abutting  the  cemetery. 
It  is  intended  that  money  from  the  Manuel  Fund  will  reimburse  this 
cost.  To  date,  the  Rockingham  Superior  Court  has  yet  to  rule  on  the 
lifting  of  the  restrictions  that  apply  to  the  fund.  Town  Counsel 
anticipates  a  favorable  ruling. 

The  investments  of  the  funds  continue  to  provide  capital  growth 
while  generating  a  secure  level  of  income.  Investments  are  made  with 
the  help  of  professional  advice. 

The  Trustees  have  introduced  a  more  efficient  bookkeeping 
system  and  plan  to  make  even  further  improvements  in  1989.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
OF  THE  TOWN  OF  RYE,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

MARCH  12, 1988 

At  10:10  a.m.  on  the  12th  day  of  March  1988,  the  business  portion  of 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Pro 
Tempore  Douglas  R.  Gray.  Judge  Gray  read  the  results  of  the  March 
8th  ballot  voting.  He  introduced  the  newly-elected  Moderator, 
Sharon  DeVries,  explaining  that  she  would  begin  her  duties  after  Town 
Meeting  was  over  and  that  he  was  standing  in  for  Henri  Camire  who 
could  not  be  present. 

After  reading  the  results,  Moderator  Gray  announced  that  Fire- 
fighters' Wives  were  serving  lunch  in  the  Cafeteria.  At  the  request  of 
the  Town  Clerk,  he  announced  that  there  was  an  error  in  the  1987 
Town  Report,  page  58.  Article  4,  Amendment  is  shown  as  adopted 
when  actually  that  Amendment  was  Defeated. 

The  moderator  briefly  stated  the  rules  of  the  meeting.  He  asked  all 
speakers  to  use  the  microphone  and  to  identify  themselves.  He  said 
before  he  would  allow  the  tabling  of  any  article,  the  article's  petitioner 
and  two  others  would  be  allowed  to  speak. 

Moderator  Gray  reminded  the  meeting  that  last  year  the  Town 
voted  to  re-name  the  Town  Hall  the  Robert  B.  GossTown  Hall  and  the 
Selectmen  appointed  former  Selectmen  Shirley  Tibbetts,  John  Coffey, 
and  himself  to  get  a  plaque  done.  The  plaque  was  on  display  and  Judge 
Gray  read  from  it:  "The  Robert  B.  Goss  Town  Hall.  This  Town  Hall  is 
named  in  honor  of  Robert  B.  Goss  and  dedicated  to  his  memory  by  the 
grateful  citizens  of  Rye  for  whom  he  gave  so  much  of  himself  as  a 
Selectmen  from  1949  to  1978,  as  a  member  of  the  Planning  Board, 
Budget  Committee,  State  Legislature,  and  most  importantly  a  fellow 
citizen  who  deeply  cared  for  his  community  and  tirelessly  worked  in 
its  behalf.  Voted  by  the  citizens  of  Rye,  Town  Meeting  1987." 

Moderator  Gray  stated  that  the  first  article  must  be  voted  by  secret 
ballot  in  accordance  with  State  Law,  and  that  is  Article  5. 
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ARTICLE  5.  Shall  the  Town  accept  the  provisions  of  RSA  53-B:1  to 
11  inclusive  providing  for  the  establishment  of  a  regional  refuse 
disposal  district,  together  with  the  Towns  of  Brentwood,  Danville,  East 
Kingston,  Exeter,  Fremont,  Hampton,  Hampton  Falls,  Kensington, 
New  Castle,  Newton,  North  Hampton,  Sandown,  and  South  Hampton, 
and  the  City  of  Portsmouth,  and  the  construction,  maintenance,  and 
operation  of  a  regional  refuse  disposal  facility  agreement  filed  with  the 
Selectmen? 

John  Coffey  moved  that  the  reading  of  the  entire  Warrant  be 
waived,  seconded  by  Sharon  DeVries.  So  Voted. 

Moderator  Gray  read  Article  5  and  displayed  the  ballot  question, 
explaining  that  the  voter  must  mark  the  ballot  in  the  appropriate  yes  or 
no  line. 

John  Moynahan  moved  that  Article  5  be  accepted  as  read, 
seconded  by  John  Coffey. 

Mr.  Moynahan  then  asked  what  now  would  happen  since  Exeter 
had  turned  this  down.  Mrs,  Bettey  Tobey  responded.  She  said  that 
actually  for  all  practical  purposes  the  District  has  already  been  put  into 
effect  because  it  only  takes  two  of  the  seventeen  towns  to  form  the 
District.  So,  the  fact  that  Exeter  voted  "no"  is  their  worry  and  not  ours. 
She  urged  adoption  of  the  article. 

Elizabeth  Greene  said  that  the  solutions  to  our  rubbish  problems 
are  not  inexpensive.  We  have  four  problems,  1)  trying  to  find  some 
kind  of  a  resource  recovery  facility,  2)  emphasizing  re-cycling,  3)  siting 
a  landfill  and  4)  septage  and  sewage.  We  can  hope  that  the  solutions 
will  be  environmentally  much  more  acceptable  and  reasonable.  The 
State  mandates  that  if  you  don't  go  into  a  regional  refuse  disposal 
district  you  have  a  twenty  year  plan,  which  we  cannot  do.  She  urged 
adoption  of  the  article. 

Mr.  Gray  read  in  part  of  letter  from  the  Southeast  Regional  Refuse 
Disposal  Planning  Board  (a  copy  of  which  is  made  a  part  of  this  record) 
and  pointed  out  that  a  favorable  vote  on  the  53-B  Warrant  Article  and 
an  unfavorable  vote  on  the  appropriation  of  your  town's  appor- 
tionment will  not  relieve  your  town  of  its  obligation  to  pay  your  town's 
apportionment.  The  District  Budget,  which  includes  your  town's 
apportionment,  is  required  to  be  used  for  the  first  fiscal  year  of  the 
District.  Therefore,  if  the  District  is  formed  and  your  town  becomes  a 
member,  your  town  will  be  liable  for  your  town's  apportionment, 
regardless  of  any  action  taken  by  your  town  relative  to  appropriating 
your  town's  apportionment. 

Ballot  voting  on  Article  5  commenced.  After  the  polls  had  been 
closed  and  while  the  ballots  were  being  counted,  the  meeting  took  up 
Article  7. 

Results  of  Ballot  Voting  on  Article  5.  Yes  =  254;  No  =  17. 
Article  5  declared  ADOPTED. 
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ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of 
hiring  an  architect  and/or  consultant,  conduct  feasibility  studies,  and 
provide  initial  interior  and  exterior  designs  for  a  new  police  station, 
and  to  vote  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  from  the  Federal  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  twenty  thousand  dollars($20,000)  plus  accumulated 
interest  under  the  laws  of  1972  for  this  purpose. 

It  was  moved  by  John  Coffey  and  seconded  by  Thomas  Flynn,  that 
Article  7  be  adopted.  Mr.  Coffey  spoke  in  favor  of  the  article,  saying 
that  the  present  conditions  under  which  the  Police  Department  must 
function  are  appalling.  Jack  Squires  said  the  present  Police  Station  is  a 
disgrace  to  this  town  and  he  urged  passage  of  the  article.  Frances 
Holway  asked  how  they  could  make  plans  without  a  site  to  build  on. 

Show  of  Hands.  Article  7  declared  ADOPTED. 

$20,000.00  appropriation,  ($20,000.00  from  Revenue  Sharing). 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  for  land  acquisition  for  the 
Rye  Police  Station  and/or  to  take  such  action  as  is  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  Town  of  Rye. 

Jane  Ireland  moved  the  adoption  of  the  article,  seconded  by  John 
Coffey.  Police  Chief  Walter  Dockham  offered  an  amendment  to  the 
article,  changing  the  amount  from  $50,000  to  $39,850.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Bettey  Tobey.  Speakers  on  the  amendment  were  Robert 
Barber,  Paula  Snyder  and  Lester  Stevens. 

Show  of  hands.  Amendment  to  Article  8  DEFEATED. 

Vote  on  Article  8,  as  written:  Show  of  hands.  Article  8  declared 
DEFEATED. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  eighty-five  thousand  dollars  ($385,000) 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  equipping  a  Police  Station. 

It  was  moved  by  Jack  Tobey  and  seconded  by  George  Moynahan  to 
adopt  this  article.  Harold  Sleeper,  Chairman  of  the  Budget  Committee, 
spoke  of  the  10%  limitation  on  increasing  the  budget  and  pointed  out 
that  the  meeting  was  limited  to  a  total  increase  of  no  more  than 
$251,745.50.  Police  Chief  Walter  Dockham  moved  to  amend  the 
article,  changing  the  amount  from  $385,000  to  $110,000.  Bettey  Tobey 
seconded  his  motion  to  amend.  Harold  Sleeper  and  Gene  Ritzo  spoke 
to  the  article.  Thomas  Flynn  offered  an  amendment  to  place  $110,000 
in  Capital  Reserve  for  the  purpose  of  solving  the  problem.  Mr.  Coffey 
seconded  his  motron.  At  the  request  of  Jack  Tobey,  Atty.  J.  P.  Nadeau 
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ruled  that  he  felt  this  amendment  would  change  the  purpose  and 
intent  of  the  article  and  would  therefore  be  considered  invalid.  Vote 
on  the  second  amendment:  Show  of  hands.  Amendment  declared 
DEFEATED. 

Discussion  continued  on  the  article  as  initially  amended.  Jack 
Tobey,  Chief  Dockham,  John  Coffey  and  Betsey  Greene  all  spoke. 
Moderator  called  for  a  Show  of  Hands  on  the  Amendment.  Amend- 
ment declared  DEFEATED. 

Show  of  Hands.  Article  9,  as  written,  declared  DEFEATED. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  ninethousand,  nine  hundred  and  ten  dollars  ($9,910.00)  for 
the  purpose  of  conducting  a  preliminary  study  of  open  marsh  water 
management. 

It  was  moved  by  Susan  Elsea,  seconded  by  Jack  Tobey,  to  adopt  this 
article.  Herb  Drake,  Sarah  MacGregorand  Betty  Greene  spoke  in  favor 
of  the  article,  saying  that  this  was  a  good  way  of  protecting  our 
valuable  marshes  while  at  the  same  time  combatting  mosquitoes. 
Other  speakers  on  the  subject  were  Harold  Sleeper,  Steve  Morang, 
Guy  Buesing,  Susan  Elsea,  Susan  Kutzleb  and  Ann  O'Sullivan. 

Show  of  Hands.  Article  10  declared  ADOPTED. 
$9,910.  appropriation. 

The  Moderator  read  the  results  of  the  ballot  voting  on  Article  5  (Yes 
254;  No  17)  and  stated  that  the  meeting  would  now  take  up  Article  6. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  forty  one  thousand  and  eight  dollars  ($41,008)  for  the 
payment  of  the  Town's  share  of  the  budget  of  the  Southeast  Regional 
Refuse  Disposal  District  for  the  fiscal  year  of  said  district  in  four 
quarterly  installments  commencing  on  April  1  and  continuing  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  each  successive  calendar  quarter;  and  to  take 
action  relative  thereto. 

It  was  moved  by  John  Coffey  and  seconded  by  Susan  Elsea  that  this 
article  be  adopted.  After  brief  discussion  between  Jack  Tobey  and 
Bettey  Tobey  regarding  the  advisability  of  an  amendment,  the 
Moderator  called  for  a  vote. 

Show  of  Hands.  Article  6  is  declared  ADOPTED. 
$41,008.  appropriation. 
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ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  eighty  three  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  sixty  five  dollars 
($83,965)  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  the  lease  purchase  agreements 
for  the  Pacmor  packer  in  the  amount  of  thirty  eight  thousand,  nine 
hundred  and  sixty  five  dollars  ($38,965),  and  the  Caterpillar  track 
loader  in  the  amount  of  forty  five  thousand  dollars  ($45,000). 

John  Coffey  moved  the  adoption  of  this  article,  seconded  by  Jack 
Tobey.  Harold  Sleeper  spoke  of  the  fire  at  the  dump  a  couple  years  ago 
which  damaged  our  packer  beyond  repair  and  in  order  to  keep  the 
dump  operating  the  Selectmen  entered  into  the  lease/purchase 
agreement  on  a  new  packer.  Approximately  two  weeks  later,  Mr. 
Sleeper  said,  a  bulldozer  went  kaput  so  the  Selectmen  did  the  same 
thing.  He  said  further  that  if  we  defeat  this  article,  we  will  be  asked  to 
raise  an  additional  $25, 000  in  order  to  make  this  year's  payments  on  the 
lease/purchase  agreement. 

Show  of  Hands.  Article  11  declared  ADOPTED. 
$83,965.  appropriation. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  35:1  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  and  equipping  a  new  library  building,  including  land 
acquisition,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand 
dollars  ($20,000)  to  be  placed  in  this  fund. 

It  was  moved  by  John  Coffey  and  seconded  by  Howard  Heflin  to 
adopt  this  article.  Howard  Heflin  spoke  of  plans  in  recent  years  to 
build  or  renovate  the  Police  Station  and  Town  Offices.  He  said  the 
Library  is  now  facing  deadlines  and  must  be  handicapped  accessible. 
We  must  meet  Federal  and  State  requirements  in  order  to  take 
advantage  of  the  State  system.  Mr.  Heflin  spoke  also  of  the  crowded 
conditions.  Christi  Hassel-Shearer,  a  Library  Trustee,  spoke  on  behalf 
of  this  article  and  the  following  article. 

Show  of  Hands.  Article  12  declared  ADOPTED. 
$20,000.  appropriated  to  establish  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  to  hire  an  architect  and 
consultant,  conduct  feasibility  studies,  and  provide  initial  interior  and 
exterior  designs  for  a  new  library  building. 

It  was  moved  by  Ralph  Hickson,  seconded  by  Howard  Heflin  to 
adopt  Article  13.  The  Moderator  called  for  any  discussion.  There  being 
none,  he  called  for  a  show  of  hands. 

Show  of  Hands.  Article  13  declared  ADOPTED. 
$15,000.  appropriation. 
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ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  fifty  five  thousand  dollars  ($55,000)  for  the  purchase  of  an 
additional  packer. 

It  was  moved  by  John  Coffey,  seconded  by  Jack  Tobey,  to  adopt  this 
article. 

Jack  Squires,  Co-chairman  for  the  Dump  Committee,  spoke  on 
behalf  of  the  article,  saying  that  we  need  another  packer  because  if  the 
one  we  have  breaks  down,  we're  in  deep  trouble.  Irving  Skinner  asked 
the  disposition  of  this  and  the  other  packer  we  have  if  we  get  into  this 
new  facility.  Jack  Squires  responded  that  we  are  still  required  to  haul 
the  trash  from  Rye  to  wherever  they  build  this  plant  so  the  packers  will 
still  be  used.  It  will  mean  a  more  efficient  operation  atthetown  dump. 

Show  of  Hands.  Article  14  declared  ADOPTED. 
$55,000  appropriation 

ARTICLE  15.  On  petition  of  James  D.  Brown  and  nine  (9)  other 
voters  of  the  Town  of  Rye  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a 
Capital  Reserve  fund  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  35:1  for  the  purpose 
of  acquiring  a  new,  accurate  tax  map;  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  thirty  five  thousand  dollars  ($35,000)  to  be  placed  in  this  fund. 

It  was  moved  by  John  Coffey,  seconded  by  Susan  Elsea,  to  adopt 
this  article.  Jim  Brown,  Planning  Board  member,  spoke  on  behalf  of 
this  article.  He  said  the  tax  maps  and  town  maps  are  generally  in  pretty 
bad  shape  and  are  either  grossly  inaccurrate  or  inaccurrate  in  enough 
places  to  be  alarming.  This  is  the  basis  for  the  tax  assessment  and  you 
expect  that  if  the  maps  are  inaccurrate  there  is  going  to  be  some 
inaccurrate  assessment.  Mr.  Brown  said  this  would  be  about  40%  of  the 
expected  total  task  of  re-doing  the  town  maps.  Connie  Olson  asked 
what  the  total  eventual  cost  would  be.  Mr.  Brown  responded  that  the 
estimate  he  recalled  was  $68,000.  Fire  Chief  George  Moynahan,  Jr. 
spoke  in  favor  of  this  article. 

Show  of  Hands.  Article  15  declared  ADOPTED. 
$35,000  appropriation. 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  affirm  its  position  that 
the  dredge  material  from  any  and  all  dredgings  of  Rye  Harbor  NOT  be 
placed  on  the  thirteen  (13)  acre  wetland  site  west  of  Rye  Harbor, 
designated  as  former  disposal  site. 

It  was  moved  by  Susan  Elsea,  seconded  by  John  Coffey,  to  adopt 
Article  16.  Herb  Drake  said  the  article  probably  should  have  been 
before  the  meeting  last  year  and  he  explained  some  of  the  history  of 
the  site  involved.  Elizabeth  Greene  also  urged  the  passage  of  this 
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article.  She  cautioned,  saying  there  was  legislation  on  the  books  in 
Concord  in  process  which  will  outlaw  the  use  of  that  area,  and  she  also 
cautioned  that  this  would  just  indicate  the  town's  position  on  this 
matter  -  it  will  not  have  any  binding  effect,  however  it  will  be  very 
helpful  to  have  the  town  strongly  support  no  use  of  that  land.  Gene 
Ritzo  re-enforced  what  Rep.  Drake  and  Greene  said.  Selectman  John 
Coffey  said  he  thought  the  town  should  give  the  appropriate  signal. 

Show  of  Hands.  Article  16  declared  ADOPTED. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a  public  road 
Morgan  Court  roadway  as  shown  on  a  plan  entitled  "Subdivision  of 
Land  for  Bernard  C.  and  Agnes  B.  Maxam,  254  Wallis  Road,  Rye,  New 
Hampshire",  Number  818.  This  acceptance  is  conditioned  upon  the 
completion  of  the  final  paving  and  the  final  approval  of  the  Town's 
Public  Works  Director  and  the  Selectmen. 

It  was  moved  by  Susan  Elsea  and  seconded  by  Jack  Tobey  to  adopt 
this  article. 

Show  of  Hands.  Article  17  declared  ADOPTED. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  to  the  highest  bidder  at  public  auction  or  sealed  bid 
such  surplus  Town  equipment  as  is  not  traded  in  on  new  equipment  in 
1988. 

It  was  moved  by  John  Coffey,  seconded  by  Susan  Elsea,  to  adopt 
this  article. 

Show  of  Hands.  Article  18  declared  ADOPTED. 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  the  position 
of  Beach  Commissioner  to  be  an  appointed  voluntary  position  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Recreation 
Commissioners. 

It  was  moved  by  Jack  Tobey,  seconded  by  John  Coffey,  to  adopt  this 
article.  Ken  Fox  offered  an  amendment,  as  follows:  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  establish  the  position  of  Beach  Commissioner,  duties  to 
include  overseeing  the  Town  of  Rye  beaches  with  regard  to  safety  and 
maintenance,  to  be  appointed  voluntary  position  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  and  to  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  a  term  of  three  years  beginning  March  31, 1988. 

Susan  Elsea  seconded  the  amendment.  Herb  Drake  asked  if  this 
would  include  Foss  Beach  which  is  a  beach  that  belongs  to  the  State 
Highway  Department.  Mr.  Fox  responded  that  this  would  only  include 
Town  of  Rye  beaches  which  would  be  only  those  that  we  currently 
control  as  part  of  the  Town  of  Rye.  Eileen  Herrington,  a  Recreation 
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Commissioner,  asked  Mr.  Fox  whether  or  not  this  would  still  come 
under  the  Recreation  Commission  (the  answer  was  ''no")  and  stated 
further  that  personally  she  thought  the  position  should  be  a  paid, 
separate  position  because  the  liability  would  be  incredible. 

Show  of  Hands.  Amendment  to  Article  19  declared  ADOPTED. 

Show  of  Hands.  Article  19  as  amended  declared  ADOPTED. 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Dump 
Ordinances  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  June  29, 1987.  (A 
complete  copy  of  the  Dump  Ordinance  is  available  in  the  Town 
Clerk's  Office.) 

It  was  moved  by  John  Coffey,  seconded  by  Susan  Elsea  to  adopt  this 
article.  Jack  Squires  said  the  ordinance  enforces  the  recycling  at  the 
town  dump.  He  said  we're  trying  to  save  your  tax  dollar  and  urged 
adoption.  Pat  Frim,  Co-Chairman  of  the  Dump  Committee,  said  the 
ordinance  has  helped  those  who  work  at  the  dump  quite  a  bit. 
Moderator  Doug  Gray  summarized  the  ordinance. 

Show  of  Hands.  Article  20  declared  ADOPTED. 

ARTICLE  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by 
the  Town  Meeting,  money  from  the  State,  Federal  or  governmental 
unit  or  private  sources  which  becomes  available  during  the  fiscal  year. 
Pursuant  to  NH  RSA  31:95-b  as  amended. 

It  was  moved  by  John  Coffey,  seconded  by  Jack  Tobey,  to  adopt  this 
article. 

Show  of  Hands.  Article  21  declared  ADOPTED. 

ARTICLE  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

It  was  moved  by  Jack  Tobey,  seconded  by  John  Coffey,  to  adopt  this 
article. 

Show  of  Hands.  Article  22  declared  ADOPTED. 

ARTICLE  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  budget, 
submitted  by  the  Budget  Committee  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation 
thereto,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  calendar  year  1988. 

It  was  moved  by  Jack  Tobey  and  seconded  by  Susan  Elsea  to  adopt 
this  article.  Harold  Sleeper,  Budget  Committee  Chairman,  moved  the 
amount  of  $2,547,365.00,  seconded  by  John  Moynahan.  Jack  Tobey 
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moved  to  amend  the  article  by  raising  the  bottom  line  of  the  budget  by 
$89,510.  He  said  that  was  broken  down  as  follows:  Under  Town 
supplies  $1,000,  Town  Reports  $500,  The  Tax  Collector  has  asked  for  a 
tape  drive  for  her  computer  at  $2,500,  Legal  fees  at  $10,000,  Welfare  at 
$5,000,  Dump  $1,200,  and  to  implement  a  wage  increase  of  $59,400  for  a 
total  of  $89,510. 

The  Moderator  called  for  any  discussion  on  the  proposed  amend- 
ment. Frances  Holway  said  she  felt  most  of  those  items  were  certainly 
grantable,  however,  she  questioned  what  percentage  of  the  budget 
the  employees'  raises  of  $59,000  was.  Was  that  over  the  5%  that  the 
Budget  Committee  recommended?  How  much  over  5%  is  that  going 
to  be?  Mr.  Tobey  responded  by  reading  an  item  from  the  Department 
of  Revenue  -  "the  Budget  Committee  can  control  the  bottom  line  of 
the  budget  only.  Setting  wages  is  exclusively  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen."  The  additional  amount  that  we  have  asked  for 
will  give  the  town  employees  a  higher  percentage  than  5%  that  was 
suggested  by  the  Budget  Committee.  We  are  in  the  process  of  doing 
an  entirely  new  wage  scale  for  all  town  employees  which  is  to  bring 
their  salaries  in  line  with  similar  positions  in  the  area.  The  system  we 
are  devising  is  similar  to  that  being  used  by  the  State  and  is  now  being 
implemented.  We  have  not  completed  the  entire  implementation  as 
of  this  day  but  we  do  feel  that  the  amount  we  are  asking  for  would  be 
enough  to  implement  it  correctly.  To  Mrs.  Holway's  question  about 
percentage,  Mr.  Tobey  responded  that  every  wage  is  going  to  change, 
some  may  change  a  greater  percentage  or  lesser  percentage  than 
others  -  it  is  not  an  across  the  board  percentage  increase. 

Lester  Stevens  said  he  thought  we  should  listen  to  our  elected 
Budget  Committee.  Mr.  Stevens  said  he  understood  that  the  Budget 
Committee  allowed  a  5%  increase  across  the  board  to  all  employees 
and  that  this  is  pretty  much  in  line  with  labor  and  with  what  the  Federal 
government  gave  us  folks  who  are  retired.  If  some  fellow  who's 
working  at  the  dump  is  getting  maybe  50c  an  hour  and  some 
department  head  is  making  a  heck  of  a  lot  more,  I  go  along  with  the  5% 
that  the  Budget  Committee  authorized  the  town  to  pay. 

Mr.  Tobey  said,  again,  that  the  Budget  Committee,  by  law  is  not 
entitled  to  set  salaries. 

Paula  Snyder  said  she  agreed  that  the  Budget  Committee  is  not  to 
set  salaries  but  when  the  Budget  Committee  met  in  January  and 
February  there  were  no  wage  scales  presented  to  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee. Mrs.  Snyder  said  the  Selectmen's  figures  were  told  to  be 
disregarded  and  that  they  were  going  back  to  the  drawing  board  to  get 
a  new  wage  scale.  Mr.  Tobey  said  he'd  like  to  make  a  correction  -  the 
Budget  Committtee  was  given  a  wage  scale  which  was  adopted  by  the 
Selectmen  as  of  January  1,1988.  They  didn't  like  it,  but  they  were  given 
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a  copy  and  the  wage  was  implemented  as  far  as  the  town  employees 
were  concerned.  It  was  felt,  later  on,  that  this  was  not  the  best  system 
and  we  are  revising  it,  but  as  of  February  1st  a  wage  scale  was  not  in 
effect. 

Mr.  Sleeper  said  he  agreed  with  both  Mrs.  Snyder  and  Mr.  Tobey. 
The  Selectmen  presented  a  wage  scale  to  the  Budget  Committee. 
About  three  weeks  later  they  said  forget  it,  we're  revising  everything. 
Therefore,  that  was  when  the  Budget  Committee  took  it  upon 
themselves  to  do  something  and  we  tried  to  put  in  an  extra  5%  so  there 
would  be  something  in  there  for  the  town  employees.  Mr.  Sleeper  also 
said  that  the  $40,000  legal  budget  is  what  the  Selectmen  originally 
asked  for  and  the  Budget  Committee  cut  it  back  to  $30,000.  The  $2,000 
for  the  tape  drive,  the  Budget  Committee  investigated  and  felt  they 
could  wait  for  another  year.  The  Welfare,  considering  what  we  spent 
last  year,  seemed  to  be  adequate.  Mr.  Sleeper  concluded  by  saying, 
from  his  viewpoint  the  amendment  is  not  necessary. 

Mr.  Tobey  said  that  at  no  time  was  the  Budget  Committee  told  to 
forget  the  wage  scale.  We  did  say  we  were  making  a  revision,  but  at  no 
time  was  the  Budget  Committee  ever  told  to  forget  the  first  wage  scale. 
Just  remember  that  all  we  are  trying  to  do  is  bring  the  salaries  for  the 
town  employees  up  to  a  standard  and  we  feel  that  the  town  employees 
should  be  paid  the  same  or  approximately  the  same  for  the  job  that 
they  do,  that  people  in  the  surrounding  towns  are  being  paid.  Mr. 
Tobey  said  he  really  didn't  think  that  was  asking  too  much  to  pay  the 
people  who  work  for  us. 

Mike  Hassel-Shearer  asked  that  each  item  be  considered  separately. 

John  Moynahan,  Budget  Committee  member,  said  the  committee 
was  told  to  ignore  the  wage  scale  because  the  town's  administrator  was 
working  on  a  new  scale  and  on  job  descriptions.  When  the  budget  was 
adopted  it  was  not  completed,  and  it  still  is  not.  Mr.  Moynahan  said 
he'd  like  to  see  this  amendment  defeated,  that  he  didn't  think  any  of 
these  amounts  were  necessary. 

Show  of  Hands.  Amendment  to  Article  23  DEFEATED. 

Show  of  Hands.  Budget  amount  of  $2,547,365.00  ADOPTED. 

The  Moderator  called  for  a  fifteen  minute  recess. 

At  1:00  p.m.  the  Moderator  called  the  Meeting  back  to  order. 
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ARTICLE  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  eliminate  a  five 
percent  (5%)  discount  on  all  property  taxes  paid  within  30  days  from 
the  date  of  mailing  of  the  tax  bills. 

It  was  moved  by  Jack  Tobey,  seconded  by  Susan  Elsea,  to  adopt  this 
article.  Paula  Snyder  said  she  would  like  to  see  the  5%  taken  off  our 
taxes.  We  don't  really  get  a  5%  discount.  The  taxes  are  jacked  up  5% 
then  they  give  you  a  5%  discount  to  take  what  they  just  jacked  it  up  by 
so  the  bottom  line  that  you  pay  if  you  take  advantage  of  that  5%,  is  your 
original  tax  bill.  Mrs.  Snyder  said  originally  the  discount  was  meant  to 
encourage  people  to  pay  their  tax  early,  but  that  is  not  so  now.  The 
interest  charged  on  December  1  puts  a  larger  penalty  on  those  people 
who  can  not  pay  their  taxes.  Ann  O'Sullivan  said  she  was  well  aware 
that  first  you  add  on  5%  and  then  you  take  the  5%  off  but  that  she  likes 
to  see  it  in  black  and  white  on  her  bill  and  know  that  she  is  getting  the 
5%  discount. 

John  Snyder  said  he's  listened  to  the  argument  about  the  5%  for  all 
the  years  we've  talked  about  it.  He  said  you  never  got  a  5%  discount.  If 
you  didn't  pay  your  bill  by  December  1st,  you  paid  a  5%  penalty  but 
you  never  got  a  discount.  Maybe  it  was  an  incentive  for  you  to  pay,  but 
it  was  always  a  penalty  if  you  didn't  pay,  not  a  discount.  Now  that  we're 
into  semi-annual  billing,  you're  going  to  create  an  administrative 
burden  if  you  keep  this  5%  discount.  Thomas  Flynn  said  this  comes  up 
everyyear  in  spiteof  the  fact  that  the  townspeople  voted  against  it.  He 
said  this  is  not  the  only  example  -  the  townspeople  have  on  several 
occasions  voted  against  a  two-payment  tax.  But  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
we  voted  that  way  at  Town  Meeting,  the  Selectmen  saw  fit  to  put  it  in 
force  anyway.  He  said  apparently  in  Rye  it's  not  true  that  the 
Selectmen  give  some  thought  to  the  intent  and  will  of  the  townspeople. 

Lester  Stevens  said  he'd  like  to  go  along  with  Mr.  Flynn's  sentiments. 

John  Coffey  said  that  concerning  remarks  made  by  Mr.  Flynn,  he 
would  like  to  clarify  that  the  issue  of  semi-annual  payments  did  come 
up  prior  to  town  meeting  and  it  was  passed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
I,  however,  he  said,  did  not  vote  for  that  semi-annual  tax  billing. 

Show  of  Hands.  Article  24  declared  DEFEATED. 
Yes  =  55;  No  =  82. 

ARTICLE  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
accept  private  donations  of  land,  interest  in  land  or  money  to  be 
deposited  in  the  Conservation  Fund  for  the  purposes  of  contributing 
to  the  local  matching  portion  required  for  acquiring  conservation  land 
or  interest  in  land  and  other  costs  associated  therewith  for  permanent 
conservation  use  under  the  N.H.  Land  Conservation  Investment 
Program  (LCIP)  RSA  221-A  or  other  state  or  federal  programs,  and 
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authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for  and  accept  State  matching  funds 
under  the  LCIP  or  other  State  or  Federal  funds  for  the  purposes  of 
acquisition  of  the  fee  or  lesser  interest  in  conservation  land.  Said 
appropriated  funds  and  State  matching  funds  may  be  expended  by 
majority  vote  of  the  Conservation  Commission  with  the  approval  of 
the  Selectmen. 

It  was  moved  by  Susan  Elsea,  seconded  by  John  Coffey,  to  adopt 
this  article. 

Show  of  Hands.  Article  25  declared  ADOPTED. 

ARTICLE  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA 
72:1-C  which  authorizes  any  town  or  city  to  elect  not  to  assess,  levy  and 
collect  a  resident  tax. 

It  was  moved  by  Bob  Shelton,  seconded  by  J.  P.  Nadeau  to  adopt 
this  article. 

Jack  Squires  said  this  is  about  $30,000.  He  said  the  reason  we're 
doing  this  is  that  the  Tax  Collector  doesn't  have  time  to  do  it.  Secondly, 
he  asked  if  it  was  true  that  if  we  drop  this  tax  renters  in  town  would  pay 
no  more  tax. 

Jack  Tobey  said  this  is  rather  an  archaic  tax  -  it's  what  they  used  to 
call  a  Poll  Tax.  The  Tax  Collector  didn't  ask  us  anything  about  it 
whatsoever.  He  said  that  if  we  drop  this  it  would  be  spread  out  over  the 
property  tax  and  that  if  you  took  a  married  couple  who  each  paid  the 
$10.00  tax,  they  would  probably  then  pay  an  $11.00  increase  in  their 
property  tax  instead.  In  most  instances,  it  would  be  a  savings.  He 
pointed  out  that  there  are  a  number  of  people  in  this  town  who  own 
property  who  are  not  residents  and  are  not  subject  to  this  tax.  Mr. 
Tobey  also  pointed  out  that  this  is  a  very  hard  tax  to  administer  and  it  is 
hoped  to  put  the  Tax  Collector's  time  to  better  use. 

Mr.  Coffey  said  he  was  against  this  article  because  he  sees  a 
problem  with  senior  citizens  because  they  would  loose  the  benefit  of 
their  exemption  to  the  resident  tax. 

Show  of  Hands.  Article  26  is  DEFEATED. 

ARTICLE  27.  On  petition  of  William  R.  Jenness  and  eighteen  (18) 
other  voters  of  the  Town  of  Rye  to  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the 
provisions  of  RSA  80:58-86  for  a  real  estate  tax  lien  procedure?  These 
statutes  provide  that  tax  sales  to  private  individuals  for  non-payment 
of  property  taxes  on  real  estate  are  replaced  with  a  real  estate  tax  lien 
procedure  under  which  only  a  municipality  or  county  where  the 
property  is  located  or  the  State  may  acquire  a  tax  lien  against  land  and 
buildings  for  unpaid  taxes. 
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John  Coffey  moved  the  adoption  of  this  article,  seconded  by  Jack 
Tobey.  The  Moderator  explained  the  Tax  Sale  procedure.  Mr.  Tobey 
said  the  present  law  allows  an  individual  to  come  in  and  pay  those 
overdue  taxes  and  for  doing  that  they  can  charge  18%  interest  from  the 
property  owner.  He  said  most  people  do  pay  these  taxes  and  do 
re-claim  their  full  right  to  their  property  but  by  passing  this  article  you 
no  longer  have  a  citizen  of  the  town  at  mercy  of  some  outside 
individual  or  corporation.  In  response  to  questions  from  Harold 
Sleeper,  Mr.  Tobey  said  there  still  would  be  an  interest  charge  but  it's  a 
much  cleaner  operation  than  having  this  outside  influence.  Elizabeth 
Greene  said  this  is  being  adopted  in  almost  every  town  because  it 
cleans  up  a  process  which  has  caused  a  great  deal  of  trouble  by  being 
abused  in  some  towns.  She  urged  adoption  of  the  article. 

Results  of  Article  27.  Yes/No  ballot. 

Yes  =  144;  No  =  14  Article  27  declared  ADOPTED. 

ARTICLE  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  pursuant  to  RSA  41.11 
and  RSA  47:17,  VII  and  VIII  to  adopt  a  town  ordinance  stating  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  within  theTown  of  Rye  to  discharge  water,  or 
any  other  liquid,  by  any  means,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  upon  or 
into  any  town  maintained  public  way,  right-of-way,  or  travelled 
roadway,  for  any  purpose. 

It  was  moved  by  John  Coffey,  seconded  by  Susan  Elsea,  to  adopt 
this  article. 

Jack  Squires  said  that  this  stops  you  from  washing  your  car  and 
letting  the  water  run  out  into  the  street,  or  from  watering  your  lawn 
and  letting  the  water  run  out  into  the  street.  He  urged  defeat. 

Mr.  Tobey  moved  to  amend  the  article  to  add  the  sentence  "The 
provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  Town  Departments  or 
local  Water  Companies."  Susan  Elsea  seconded  his  motion. 

Lester  Stevens  said  this  is  really  weird  and  that  we  should  give 
whoever  wrote  it  a  bag  of  peanuts! 

Jim  Brown  questioned  the  runoff  of  waters  through  rights  of  way 
and  swales  from  private  property.  Mr.  Tobey  told  of  people  pumping 
water  from  their  cellars  directly  onto  the  road  which  in  turn  froze  and 
caused  dangerous  situations  on  the  roadways.  Mr.  Brown  proposed  an 
amendment  to  strike  the  words  "right  of  way".  Mr.  Tobey  seconded 
the  amendment.  Guy  Buesingsaid  he  questioned  the  article  because  it 
covers  too  much  and  takes  away  too  much. 

Show  of  Hands  on  Amendment  to  delete  words.  Declared 
DEFEATED. 
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Show  of  Hands  on  Amendment  to  not  apply  to  Town  Departments 
and  Water  Companies.  Amendment  declared  DEFEATED. 

Show  of  Hands  on  Article  28  as  written.  Article  28  declared 
DEFEATED. 

ARTICLE  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  town 
ordinance  allowing  town  employees  who  do  not  live  in  Rye  to 
purchase  valid  beach  parking  stickers  along  with  residents  and 
taxpayers  of  the  Town  of  Rye  as  stated  in  Town  Ordinance,  #4,  Section 
11. 

It  was  moved  by  Jack  Tobey  and  seconded  by  Susan  Elsea,  to  adopt 
this  article. 

Jack  Squires  asked  how  many  people  were  involved  to  which  Jack 
Tobey  responded  at  the  absolute  outside,  fourteen.  Mr.  Squires  said 
how  many  parking  spaces  -  around  forty?  We  now  issue  1,500  stickers 
for  those  40  spaces  and  you  want  to  add  more? 

Show  of  Hands.  Article  29  declared  DEFEATED. 

ARTICLE  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate  as  "No 
Parking"  on  both  sides  of  South  Road,  north  and  south,  back  to  and 
include  the  distance  of  residences  numbered  twenty  (20)  South  Road, 
and  aforementioned  locations  be  posted  in  advance  of  the  1988 
summer  season. 

It  was  moved  by  John  Coffey,  seconded  by  Susan  Elsea,  to  adopt 
this  article. 

Jim  Brown  asked  if  the  prohibition  applied  just  to  the  parking  on 
the  pavement.  John  Coffey  said  he  thought  in  this  instance  that  being 
the  case,  then  there  would  be.  There  was  more  discussion  surrounding 
the  issue  of  pavement  and  right  of  way  by  Chief  Dockham,  Jim  Brown 
and  Herb  Drake.  Mr.  Tobey  clarified  that  the  town  has  no  control  over 
parking  on  land  that  doesn't  belong  to  the  town.  Mr.  Brown  suggested 
that  maybe  this  should  be  re-written  with  a  little  more  thought.  Herb 
Drake  said  he  thought  this  was  a  very  poorly  worded  article  and  asked 
for  the  defeat  of  this  article. 

Show  of  Hands.  Article  30  declared  DEFEATED. 
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ARTICLE  31.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting. 

The  Moderator  asked  if  there  was  a  motion  to  adjourn.  He 
recognized  Betty  Howland  who  had  questions  concerning  the  budget 
and  the  raises  for  the  town  employees.  She  explained  some  of  the  state 
of  confusion  the  employees  are  experiencing  because  of  the  wage 
situation.  She  finally  stated,  are  we  going  to  get  a  5%  raise  or  not?  Mr. 
Coffey  said  hedid  not  knowtheanswertothat,that  hedid  not  vote  for 
the  promugated  wage  scale  because  of  the  inequities  in  it.  Mrs. 
Howland,  said  that  as  a  wife  of  a  town  employee,  she  didn't  feel  it  was 
very  fair  that  they're  always  behind  all  the  other  towns.  She  pointed 
out  that  the  Fire  Department,  Police  Department,  Highway  Depart- 
ment are  all  working  for  you  and  it's  not  fair  that  they  work  very  hard 
and  get  nothing. 

The  Moderator  said  this  was  probably  appropriate  under  the  article 
dealing  with  the  budget  but  it  has  nothing  to  do  with  Article  31.  Mr. 
Tobey  told  Mrs.  Howland  that  he  didn't  think  we  could  answer  her 
questions  at  this  time,  that  he  would  have  to  go  over  the  books.  Mrs. 
Howland  asked  about  bringing  this  matter  up  again  and  Mr.  Tobey 
said  he  believed  that  if  someone  from  the  prevailing  side  of  the 
original  motion  would  bring  it  up  again,  then  it  could  be  voted  on 
again.  Moderator  Douglas  Gray  ruled  that  a  motion  to  re-consider  the 
budget  article  could  only  be  made  prior  to  the  transaction  of  any  other 
business  subsequent  to  the  vote  on  that  article  and  it  can't  be  brought 
up  now.  The  only  thing  that  can  actually  be  done  under  Article  31,  by 
State  Law,  is  a  motion  to  adjourn. 

Jack  Coffey  moved  that  the  meeting  adjourn,  seconded  by  Jack 
Tobey.  So  Voted. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  1 :55  p.m.
